Bread Containing Ar- 
senic Believed to Be 
Cause — Americans In- 
vestigating.

FRANKFURT, April 19 (AP)— 
A mysterious arsenic poisoning 
has made 1900 German prisoners 
of war ill at Stalag 13, an Ameri- 
can internment camp near Nuern- 
berg, United States Army head- 
quarters announced tonight. 

All the victims are “seriously 
ill,” headquarters said. No deaths 
were reported. 

Early reports from the camp 

showed that bread containing ar- 
senic had been found and was 
believed to be the cause. 
Headquarters said the bread for 
the prisoners, “in accordance with 
normal procedures,” had been ob- 
tained from a local German bak- 
ery by contract. 
Counter-intelligence agents of 
the United States Army went to 
work immediately to determine 
whether any of the bread had 
fallen into the hands of German 
civilians. 
Headquarters said the counter- 
intelligence corps, together with 
agents of the United States Army 
theater provost marshal, had start- 
ed an investigation in an attempt 
to find out how the poison got 
into the bread. 


U.S, ‘OLD GUARD’ REGIMENT

Third Infantry Regiment Being 
Trained to Replace 78th Di- 
vision in Occupation Task. 
BERLIN, April 19 (AP)—The 
“Old Guard” Regiment of the 
United States Army is taking over 

the job of policing Berlin soon. 

Somewhat reduced from its war- 
time complement but still a tough, 
mobile outfit, the Third Infantry 
Regiment has been assigned to 
the occupation duties being re- 
linquished by the Seventy-eighth 
Division. 

The regiment, which claims to 
to be the oldest in the Army’s his- 
tory came from Ludwigsberg. The 
men now are being trained in 
occupation work. Col. Herbert J. 
Vander Heide of Washington D.C., 
the commander, expects to be 
ready for the fulltime task by 
May 1.

Dancing Student Joined

Miss Elizabeth Wight, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ira E. Wight Jr., 
of 29 Lenox place, rides spirited 
hunting horses in a high jump 
performance and dances in the

Miss Wight, who uses her nick- 
name, “Bunny,” joined the circus 
at its winter quarters at Sarasota, 
Fla., with the blessings of her 
/mother and father, who prior to 
the war was in the brokerage busi- 
ness here. 

When asked about her daugh- 
ter’s venture under the big top, 
Mrs. Wight said, “It’s sort of 
funny, but it will be a wonderful 
experience for her, since her am- 
bition is to be a ballet dancer.” 

Mrs. Wight was quick to add, 
“She doesn’t ride bareback.” 

In High Jump Exhibition. 

“Bunny,” who is 19 years old, is 
one of a group of young eques- 
triennes who put strong hunters 
through their paces over high 
jumps as a part of the show. 
Later in the program, this same 
group joins an “all-out” spectacle, 
called “The Spec,” or the “Toyland 
Parade.” 

In one scene, her mother said, 
“Bunny” is a member of a chorus 
of ballet dancers who perform on 
a/large, elaborate stage in the 
center of the huge tent. Mrs. 
Wight went to New York for the 
opening of the circus last April 
4. She spent a week with her 
daughter. 

Miss Wight learned of the open- 
ing for dancers and riders with 
the circus at the American School 
of Ballet, where she is a second 
year student, Several of her class- 
mates also’ were employed, her 
mother said, adding, “All the girls 
were attracted to the circus, but, 
of course, not all of them got 
jobs.” 

In Horse Shows Here. 

“When Bunny was a little girl,” 
her mother said, “she was in one 
or two horse shows here and she 
always has been interested in rid- 
ing. She did very well when I saw 
her in the circus.” 

Miss Wight was graduated from 
Mary Institute here and Garrison 
Forest School, near Baltimore, be- 
f-re she was enrolled at the ballet 
school in New York. Her father 
served as a lieutenant colonel in 
the Army Air Corps Combat In- 
telligence in England in the war. 
He recently was separated from 
service. 

“Bunny” is the first member of 
her family, one of the pioneer fam- 
ilies of St. Louis, to be attracted 
to a career on the stage, her moth- 
er said. She will remain with the 
circus for its six-week run in New 
York and then return to St. Louis. 

“She's a little young and inex- 
perienced,” her mother said, “to 
travel with the circus, although 
she wants to very badly.” 


Sunshine, Temperature in 80’s, 
Predicted for Easter Sunday 


Sunny skies and near-record 
high temperatures are indicated 
for Easter Sunday, Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren said today, 
adding, however, his usual note of 
caution that unexpected “local 
conditions” might upset the pre- 
diction. 

As things look now, the ther- 
mometer should go as high as the 
middie 80s, approaching the rec- 
ord 88 degrees established on 
Easter Sunday, April 1, 1888. - The 
next warmest Easter was April 
13, 1941, when the temperature 
was 87. The year before, however, 
when Easter came unusually early 
—on March 24—the temperature 
ranged from a low of 19 up to 32 
degrees. 


The last three Easters have been 


rainy, with more than a half-inch 
of precipitation last year. Only 
once since Weather Bureau rec- 
ords were started in 1871 have 
more than three consecutive East- 
ers been rainy, That was from 
1874 to 1878. 

Easter will not be as late as 
this year’s until 1957, when it 
again will fall on April 21. The 
latest Easter in recent years was 
in 1943, when it came on April 
25. The earliest, in 1818, was 
March 22. Next year Easter will 
be April 6.

Although Former Interior Sec- 
retary Harold L., Ickes, noted con- 
servationist, warned at open com- 
mittee hearings that approval of 
the “give away bill” would “con- 
stitute the waste of a national 
asset which might some day be 
crucial to our survival,” a top- 
heavy vote in favor of the meas- 
ure is anticipated in the commit- 
tee. In the floor debate, opposi- 
tion to the bill, which would de- 
cide the issue in a pending Su- 
preme Court case to determine 
who owns submerged lands in 
coastal areas, is expected to be 
led by Senator Harley M. Kilgore 
(Dem.) of West Virginia and Sen- 
ator Burton K, Wheeler (Dem.) of 
Montana. 

The Supreme Court case, filed 
by Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
with the approval of President 
Truman nameg as defendant the 
State of California, whose Attor- 
ney-General, Robert W. Kenny, 
has organized a potent states’ 
rights lobby in support of the 
quitclaim measure. 

The quitclaim bill is far ahead 
in its race with the Supreme 
Court. Almost six months have 
elapsed since the court case was 
instituted, but a decision is in the 
unforeseeable distance.

Ken and his lawyerg filed an 
829-paghimmman. to aibeGovern- 
ment’s complaint, which inspired 
the Department of Justice barris- 
ters to move that the answer be 
stricken. The Government law- 
yers, with tongue in cheek, told 
the court that Kenny’s answer was 
reminiscent of a renowned British 
case in which a long-winded bar- 
rister was forced by the court to 
stick his head through a hole that 
had been drilled through his pon- 
derous pleading and parade thus 
through the town. 

Kenny, undaunted, filed another 
brief insisting that his voluminous 
answer was relevant, cogent and 
pertinent, and the next move is 
up to Clark. 

While this legal checkerboard 
game goes on, the “give away” 
bill moves steadily toward a vote 
on the Senate floor. If passed 
and signed by Truman, there 
would be nothing further for the 
Supreme Court to decide. The is- 
sue is “who owns the submerged 
lands?”—and if Congress enacts 
a law waiving federal claims to 
the states, that’s that. 

Opponents of the bill have ex- 
pressed fear that if this measure 
is adopted, pressure groups and 
special interests would be greatly 
encouraged to have bills dropped 
in the congressional hopper to ex- 
empt them from Supreme Court 
proceedings. 

Comparable efforts have been 
made in recent years. Stock fire 
insurance companies sought enact- 
ment of a bill to exempt them 
from provisions of the anti-trust 
act, at a time when the court had 
under consideration a case against 
them. States’ rights here was also 
drummed as the key issue, but the 
upshot was a compromise in 
which the defendants were given 
a “moratorium” until 1948 to put 
their houses in order, after which 
they would again be subject to 
the Sherman Act. 

Currently, Congress is consider- 
ing the Bulwinkle bill to exempt 
the railroads from the anti-trust 
act. If it passes, Truman is al- 
most certain to veto it. 

Status of Lease Holders. 

Some concern has been voiced 
by various opponents of the tide- 
lands quitclaim legislation that a 
victory for the Government might 
mean the dispossession of tidelands

Administration chiefs expressed

Porter, in a statement last night, 
said also that the House bill would 
“blow sky-high” the ceilings on 
automobiles, radios, refrigerators 
and most household appliances, 

Views on Profit Guarantee. 

With respect to the Wolcott- 
Crawford “reasonable” profit 
amendment, Porter listed three 
reasons why we couldn't “have 
both this amendment and price 
control too”: 

“(1) It would blow sky-high the 
ceilings on automobiles, electric 
refrigerators, radios and most 
household appliances whose pro- 
ducers must undergo a period of 
temporarily high cost before their 
output hit h Mass production 
levels, 

“(2) It would start a spiral of 
needless price and cost increases 
by compelling OPA to boost ceil- 
ings for the vast number of low- 
profit items which, along with 
high-profit items, prosperous in- 
dustries and trades always made 
and sold. 

“(3) With no product-by-product 
cost and profit figures available 
for 85 per cent of American busi- 
ness firms, OPA could not carry 
out the countless cost accounting 
studies necessary to apply this 
amendment.” 

Predicts Clothing Price Rise. 

Porter said that by voting to do 
away with OPA’s regulation re- 
quiring manufacture of low-priced 
clothing the House had “stripped 
from the consumer his only pro- 
tection against the shift in gar- 
ment production from low : priced 
to high priced lines of apparel.” 
He repeated that abolition of this 
maximum average price plan 
“could easily cost the American 
consumer well over one billion dol- 
lars.” 

“It would not add one shirt, one 
suit, or one pair of women’s 
hosiery to the shelves of our 
stores,” he added, 

As for the elimination of cost- 
absorption in the retailing of re- 
conversion products, Porter said 
this would “cost the consumer 
nearly $500,000,000 a year on auto- 
mobiles alone, not to mention the 
bill for washing machines, radios 
and other reconversion items.” 

Effect of Bar on Subsidies, 

Turning to the Wolcott amend- 
ment to liquidate subsidies, Porter 
asserted that its adoption “would 
destroy all hope of working out an 
orderly program to minimize the 
shock of simultaneous subsidy 
termination and cetling price in- 
creases to both agricultural mar- 
kets and the cost of living.” 

He added that under this 
amendment OPA could not pre- 
vent “scandalous windfall profits 
to speculators, who after getting 
the Government payments on, sub- 
sidized products, would hold the 
products in inventory until they 
could get the price increases too.”

CHINESE REDS 
REPORT TARING 
OF CHANGCHUN 


Chungking, Expecting 
News Soon, Without 
Confirmation — 7 


Americans There. 


By the Associated Press. 
An official Chinese Communist 


broadcast from Yenan, party 
headquarters, today reported the 
capture of Changchun, capital of 
civil war-torn Manchuria. The 
broadcast was recorded by the As- 
sociated Press in San Francisco. 

There was no confirmation from 
Chungking of the report, but Chi- 
nese Government officials there 
were expecting word momentarily 
of Changchun’s fall with heavy 
casualties. There has been no 
reported radio contact between 
Chungking and Changchun since 
yesterday. 

The Yenan broadcast, in the 
form of a New China news agency 
(Communist) dispatch from 
Changchun dated last night, re- 
ported: 

“The city of Changchun has 
been completely cleared of Japa- 
nese and puppet troops and ban- 
dits (this presumably referred to 
Chinese Government troops), after 
Communist-led popular forces— 
the Democratic Joint Army—en- 
tered the city to establish peace 
and order. 

“Democratic municipal govern- 
ment has been established and the 
city has returned to normal order. 


Looting Charged. 


“The city was plunged into con- 
fusion by looting and outrages by 
puppet troops, bandits and rem- 
nants of Japanese troops after 
evacuation of the Soviet troops. 

“Local popular forces entered 
the city and by April 18 at 7 p.m., 
local time, had cleared the city of 
puppet troops under the notorious 
Chiang Peng-fei and armed bands 
of bandits and Japanese.” 

The Russians completed their 
withdrawal from Changchun §Sun- 
day night. The Communists be- 
gan their attack on the city two 
hours earlier, Associated Press 
Correspondent Tom Masterson ra- 
dioed from Changchun at the 
time. 

There was no word of the fate 
of Masterson and four 
American correspondents, nor of 
Maj. Robert B. Rigg of Chicago, 
assistant United States military 
attache, and Sgt. Jack Pond of 
Portland, Ore., his pilot. The Amer- 
icans went to Changchun a week 
ago to be present for the Russian 
withdrawal,

120 Children Among 350 Pas-

NEW YORK, April 19 (UP) — 
The decks of the Thomas H. Bar- 
ry were festive yesterday as the 
onetime troop transport pulled 
anchor and sailed for Bremerha- 
ven, Germany, to reunite 350 wives 
and children with army husbands 
and fathers in Europe. 


First of 30,000 G.I. wives and 
childten who will join men in

Only four women 
aboard were wives of enlisted 
men, 

The Barry’s interior was un- 
changed from its troop transport 
days except for the addition of 
two fully equipped playrooms for 
the 120 children aboard. 

Most of the wives wore flowers 
as they boarded the ship. Army 
personnel handed out their pass- 
ports, withheld so they would not 
be mislaid in the excitement, as 
the passengers .rooped up the 
gangplank,.

U. S. Chairman Asserts

TOKYO, April 19 (AP)—W. Mac- 
Mahon Ball, the British Common- 
wealth member, tonight expressed 
fear that the Allied Advisory 
Council for Japan might become 
an international laughing stock. 

Ball explained that he referred 
epecifically 
facts “in such a way as to reduce 
our council to ridicule.” 

At today’s Council session, Ball, 
Lt. Gen. Kuzma Derevyanko, the 
*Russian delegate, and Lt. Gen. 
Chu Shi-ming, the Chinese mem- 
ber, argued that a time limit be 
Placed on the presentation of in- 
‘formation requested from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 

Maj. Gen. W. F. Marquat, Coun- 
cil chairman and Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s deputy, replied that that 
would infringe on free speech. 
Ball voiced “complete dissent” to 
a suggestion that once a speaker 
began talking to.the Council, no 
member could dissent. 

Observers said the issue over 
limiting the time anyone could 
consume in presenting requested 
information was reducible to one 
question: Does the Council operate 
as an independent body, or will it 
be controlled by MacArthur? 

Touched Off by ‘Filibuster.’ 

Today's indecisive discussion 
was touched off by the three-hour 
reply made last Wednesday by 
Brig. Gen. Courtney Whitney— 
some observers called it “Whit- 
ney’s filibuster”’—to a Russian 
question on the effectiveness of 
occupational policies. Whitney is 
chief of Gen. MacArthur's Military 
Government section. 

Gen. Whitney told Ball 
today’s session: 

“Gen. MacArthur desires noth- 
ing more than to have members 
of this council roll up their sleeves 
with him and get down to ansist- 
ing him in constructively working 
out the immense job with which 
he is confronted. The Supreme 
Commander will reserve the right 
to send representatives before this 
Council at any time. ... They are 
sent here to assist the Council in 
a constructive effort and they are 
éntitled to full consideration.” 

The Council, without agreeing 
on the point, adjourned its one- 
day session until April 30, when 
it will take up the occupational 
policy toward Japan’s Zaibatsu 
(family-owned monopolies), 

Restrictions Urged. 

During today’s discussion, Ball, 
an Australian, suggested that re- 
sponse. to questions be made in 
writing. Questions are put to one 
meeting for answer at a later one. 
Russia's Gen. Derevyanko urged 
a time limit for speakers answer- 
ing such questions. Gen. Chu 
also favored a time limit but em- 
p.uasized that there should be no 
limit on the scope of facts. 

Gen. Marquat firmly insisted 
that any other course than free 
speech “would be undemocratic.” 
He called on Whitney to express 
his views after Ball made his sug- 
gestion for written responses to 
questions. 

Whitney asserted: 

“If a statement is in such form 
as to make public criticism of 
SCAP (Supreme Commander, Al- 
lied Powers) on the manner the 
occupation is being conducted, 
there is no reason why he (SCAP) 
should reply in written form—no 
reason why he shouldn’t have a 
representative before the Council 
to explain its unmistakable 
term~.” 

Ball asked, “Is it for SCAP and 
not the Allied Council in certain 
circumstances to conduct its own 
business?” 

“Muzzling” Not Intended. 


Marquat interposed that Whit- 
ney had not intended to infer a 
“muzzling” of the Council's busi- 
ness procedure. He agreed that 
“th. Council should contro! its 
own business so long as there is 
no restriction on free speech.” 

Whitney told the Council: 

“When America gives her good 
will and understanding, she ex- 
pects a return of the same.” 

The Council agreed to control 
its own business and that any 
item on the agenda should be in- 
troduced by the member submit- 
ting the item.

LEADERS TO SEEK ACTION 


BY CONGRESS ON 5 TOPICS 


Purpose Is to Adjourn Early in July, Leaving 


Several Important Measures for January 
Session. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
Administration leaders were re- 
ported today to have cut their 
legislative program to five “must” 
subjects in an effort to get Con- 
gress out of Washington by early 
July. 

The unofficial decision appeared 
to direct major efforts toward 
salvaging the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and the draft, passing 
regular appropriations bills, and 
getting approval for the $3,750,000,- 
000 British loan and a long-range 
housing program. 

If this program is followed, leg- 
islation to merge the armed serv- 
ices, increase the minimum wage 
rate, broaden social security, cur- 
tail labor disputes, set up a per- 
manent Fair Employment Practice 
Commission and abolish state poll 
taxes would go by the board until 
the next session in January. 

Of these only the minimum wage 
and anti-poll-tax bills have ap- 
proval of either house. The Sen- 
ate loaded the wage measure with 
a farm price boosting amendment 
that the Administration opposes. 
The House-approved poll tax bill 
faces a Senate filibuster any time 
it is called up. 

Also marked for death under the 
program would be many measures 
on a wide variety of subjects, 
ranging from public works to pres- 
idential succession, 

Overridden by the House on 
OPA and draft extension, the Ad- 
ministration was represented in 
some quarters as thinking it might 
be better for all concerned to let 
the legislators go home as soon 
as possible. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
a supporter of the Truman pro- 
gram, said that on the basis of 
the House’s recent actions Con- 
gress appeared in no mood now

SENATE REPORT 
URGES CIVILIAN 


ATOMIC CONTROL 


4, Committee Says Other 


Countries May Produce 
Bomb in Quantities in 
5 Years. 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (UP)— 


The Senate Atomic Energy Com- 


mittee said today that this coun- 
try has only a precarious, short-— 
lived monopoly on atomic bomb 
production and that other coun- 
tries may be producing the bomb 
in quantity in five to 15 years. 

After five months of study the 
committee made a voluminous re- 
port to the Senate urging adop- 
tion of domestic control legislation 
vesting broad powers over the 
atomic program in a federal civil- 
ian commission. 

How soon other nations can 

mass produce atom bombs de 
pends largely on their degree of 
industrialization, the committee 
said. 
“It is clear,” it added, “that any 
nation which is relatively indus- 
trialized has a good chance of pro- 
ducing bombs within the next five 
to 15 years.” 

The committee said that: 

1. Any future atomic war will 
threaten not only cities and na- 
tions, but civilization itself. 

2. Development of the bomb 
will force profound changes in. 
relations between nations, and 
makes effective world control 
essential. 

3. There is no real military 
defense against the bomb, and 
none is in sight. . 

This nation’s atomic bomb se 
crets, the committee reported, are 
matters of science and engineer- 
ing that other nations “can and 
will discover.” The secrets provide 
only a temporary safeguard, which 
“grows weaker day by day.” 

United States research must be 
vigorously encouraged, supported 
and pursued, the committee said, 
if present advantages in the 
atomic field are to be maintained. 

Peacetime benefits of the new 
power are immediate in their 
promise, the committee reported, 
particularly in the fields of medi- 
cine, biology and research. Devel- 
opment of atomic energy as a 
source of power, however, depends 
on further unhampered research.

NEW YORK, April 19 (AP)—A 
compromise proposal by Australia 
gained support among delegates 
of the United Nations Security 
Council today as a possible solu- 
tion to the controversial Spanish 
question. 

The plan, submitted by dAus- 
tralian Delegate W. R. Hodgson 
shortly before the Council ad- 
journed yesterday for the Easter 
holidays, calls for the appoint- 


ment of a five-man subcommittee 
which would investigate the Span- 
ish situation and report back by 
May 17. 

Most of the delegates were re- 
luctant to commit themselves on 
the Australian suggestion imme- 
diately, but they generally ex- 
pressed interest and it was con- 
ceded by some to have a good 
chance of being approved. 

Experts Report on Iran Case. 

Before the Council resumes its 
discussions of the Spanish ques- 
tion, however, it will tackle again 
the Iranian case, which was in- 
terrupted Tuesday after Secretary 
General Trygve Lie submitted a 
surprise memorandum which stat- 
ed there was some doubt whether 
the Iranian case could legally be 
-kept on the agenda. This will be 
the first item on the Council’s 
calendar when it reconvenes 
Tuesday. 

The way was opened for a new 
floor fight over the Iranian ques- 
tion when the Council's Committee 
of Experts on Rules and Proce- 
dure reported last night that it 
had disagreed, 8 to 3, with the ma- 
jority holding that the Council 
has full authority to keep a case 
on the agenda as long as it thinks 
necessary. 

The Council, which previously 
had been divided 8 to 3 on the 
question of keeping jurisdiction of 
the case, was expected to accept 
the majority opinion and then 
vote to retain the case until May 
6, when the Russians have prom- 
ised to have al] their troops out 
of Iran. 

The three members of the com- 
mittee of experts voting in the 
minority were the representatives 
of Russia, France and Poland, the 
three powers which had favored 
dropping the Iranian case, 


Finding of Majority. 

The majority, ruling against the 
arguments of Soviet Delegate An- 
drei A. Gromyko, held that: 

“The Security Council may, even 
when the parties announce that 
they have reached an agreement, 
find it necessary to remain seized 
of the matter until the whole or 
part of the agreement has been 
executed, or even longer. Cir- 
cumstances may continue to exist 
(for example, the conditions un- 
der which the agreement has been 
negotiated) which allow fears re- 
garding peace to subsist and 
which justify the maintenance of 
the question in the list of matters 
with which it is concerned.” 

There have been unofficial 
charges that the Soviet Union 
used diplomatic pressure to obtain 
its agreement on troop evacuation 
and oi] concessions from Iran as 
well as Iran’s decision to withdraw 
its charges against Russia from 
. the Council. 

Lineup on Spanish Issue. 

The Council was expected to go 
back to the Spanish case by next 
WeGnesday or Thursday at the 
latest. It was generally agreed 
that the Polish proposal for a 
worldwide break of diplomatic re- 
lations with the Franco govern- 
ment had little chance of success, 
if put to a vote now. 

In two days of debate, all the 
delegates except Dr. Hafez Afifi 
Pasha, representative of Egypt, 
have spoken and only four have 
lined up for the Polish resolution. 
Two—the United States and China 
—have reserved their decision. The 
lineup was Russia, France, Poland 
and Mexico for the resolution and 
Britain, Brazil and The Nether- 
lands against it. 

Hodgson submitted his compro- 
mise proposal yesterday shortly 
after. Britain and Russia, in 
lengthy speeches, had disagreed 
sharply over the Polish resolution. 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, opposed a break with 
Franco while Gromyko sided with 
Poland. 

Since Hodgson’s proposal was 
submitted in the form of an 
amendment to the Polish regplu- 
tion, it will come before the dele- 
gates first for a vote. If the 
Council should approve it, the 
Polish measure would automati- 
cally have to await the outcome 
of the inquiry.

DETROIT, April 19 (UP) — 
Thirty-one persons in Michigan, 
Kentucky and Illinois were named 
today in federal § indictments 
charging they operated a $3,000,000 
black market in used cars. 

The indictments, returned before 
United States District Judge 
Arthur F. Lederle, were the result 
of a lengthy investigation covering 
alleged operations of the black 
market ring in eight states. 

United States Attorney John C. 
Lehr said it was believed the gang 
had bought 5000 used cars on the 
Detroit market and sold them at 
above-ceiling prices throughout 
the country. 

He said his office had “absolute 
proof” of deals involving at least 
2500 cars and that the Office of 
Price Administration estimated 
the total number of machines in- 
volved at twice that figure. 

Lehr said evidence obtained by 
O.A investigators indicated the 
cars were bourht at Detroit and 
funnelel through Cairo, Ill., and 
Murray, Ky., focal points of the 
gang's operations, to Texas, Ar- 
kansas, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Louisiana. 

He said it also had been dis- 
covered that residents of two oth- 
er Kentucky communities—Padu- 
cah and Benton—had formed com- 
penies or operated as individuals 
in handling the black market 
cars,

OPA officials estimated some 
black market cars sold for as 
much as $600 above OPA limits. 

Lehr said the investigation in- 
volved hundreds of persons, in- 
cluding 125 Detroiters who ad- 
mitted selling to the ring. 

The OPA, in a statement, said: 

“All the purchases made in De- 
troit were from private individ- 
uals and the techniques employed 
were original. As business grew, 
the dealers employed ‘spotters.’ 
One of their favorite techniques 
was to walk down a residential 
street and look over the cars. If 
a man happened to be washing his 
car, they would walk up to him 
and offer to buy it for a price in 
excess of ceiling. A variation of 
that technique was to spot a car 
in front of a house, ring the door- 
bell, and ask the owner if he were 
interested in selling. 

“Their tactics became 
brazen as time went on. They 
often jumped on the running 
boards of automobiles stopped for 
red lights. Or they waited at gaso- 
line stations and tried to buy cars 
that way. 

“Probably the most brazen at- 
tempt occurred when one of the 
dealers saw a good looking car 
stop in front of a church one Sun- 
day morning. The owner got out 
and walked in church to attend 
services. The dealer followed him 
in church, told the car owner his 
business, and asked him to come 
outside. The car owner followed 
him out and was offered a fantas- 
tic price, He sold the car.”

INDOOR TANK FOR 
ZOO’S PENGUINS TO 
CUT DEATH RATE 


Order for Six New Birds 
Placed With Dealer 
in New York. 


Penguins, which have led rather 
brief lives in their outdoor pen 
near the seal pond at the zoo in 
the past, will be given a new 
chance this year with an indoor 
tank, cooled by a fine spray in 
the bird house, Director George 
P, Vierheller, said today. An order 
for six new penguins has been 
placed with a New York animal 
dealer who has 75 of the birds on 
the way. 

Vierheller is inclined to attribute 
the high mortality rate of the 
zoo’s penguins to the fact that 
they were out of doors and ex- 
posed to any of the diseases which 
migratory birds, dropping in on 
them at feeding time, might 
transmit. Other zoos, he pointed 
out, have had considerable suc- 
cess in keeping penguins inside. 
Meanwhile, pending the arrival 
of the penguins, plans have been 
made for an Easter parade fea- 
turing the zoo’s two youngest 
chimpanzees, Margaret and Oofy. 
Margaret, reared by its mother, 
Alice, a former star of the mon- 
key show, is 2 years and 2 months 
old and weighs 15 pounds, while 


birth and “raised by. hand” at 
the home of keeper Frank Flor- 
sek weighs 25 pounds although 
he is only 11 months old. 


1300 LAID OFF SINCE JAN. | 
AT 2 EAST SIDE MEAT PLANTS 


About 1300 of the 4500 produc- 
tion employes of the two major 
East Side packing plants have 
been laid off since Jan. 1, princi- 
pally because of severe curtail- 
ment of beef slaughtering, Jerome 


Scaglione, business representative 
of the CIO United Packing House 
Workers’ Union, Local 42, said to- 
day. 

A spokesman for Swift & Co. 
said that 700 of the 2200 employes 
had been laid off there, This week, 
he said, only 160 cattle were 
killed as compared with about 
2500 in the same week last year. 
Hog slaughtering has fallen off 20 
per cent, he said, and in some 
departments slaughtering has 
stopped entirely. He attributed 
the curtailment partly to losses in- 
curred by compliance with Office 
of Price Administration regula- 
tions and partly to shortage of 
supplies. Many cattle, he said, 
are going into the black market, 
to small plants and to Eastern 
buyers, 

At Armour & Co. a spokesman 
said 600 of the 2300 employes 


of cattle, normally about 2000 
head a week at this time of year, 
had dropped to none this week, 
and only eight the preceding week.

The petition 
also alleged that the company, 
without authorization, charged $5 
for crating and had added eight 
items to its lines without applying 
to the OPA for establishment of 
ceiling prices on the articles be- 
fore offering them for -sale, 

The OPA asked for damages of

Surrounding Changchun 
were an estimated 40,000 Chinese 
Communist troops, who quickly 
seized three airfields and gradual- 
ly compressed the defenders into 
a small plaza in the center of the 
city. 

The last word from Masterson, 
a short dispatch from Changchun 
dated Wednesday, said the Com- 
munists had seized the city’s only 
railway station and the Yamato 
Hotel, where Rigg and Pond were 
quartered. 

The correspondents were quar- 
tered in the Changchun mayor's 
house, but dispatches did not re- 
port whether it was in the portion 
of the city under attack with ar- 
tillery, tanks and rockets. The 
United States State Department 
in the last word on the Amer- 
icans had reported them “safe 
and sound” up to Wednesday. 

Use of Tanks Reported. 

In Chungking, a Central News 
Agency dispatch from Mukden as- 
serted — without confirmation — 
that four or five medium tanks 
driven anc gunned by “officers 
of a certain country” led the at- 
tack on the Manchurian capital. 
“It is obvious,” the dispatch add- 
ed, “that these tanks were fur- 
nished -by that certain country.” 

Government dispatches from 
Chinhsien pictured the outnum- 
bered, isolated Nationalist Gar- 
rison as holding only two build- 
ings in artillery-battered Chang- 
chun yesterday, and unable to hold 
out longer than morning today. 
Another Yenan broadcast said 
two planes with American mark- 
ings—“a white star on the wings” 
—strafed positions of “local popu- 
lar forces” south of the railway 
city of Szepingkai on Wednesday. 

The broadcast was without con- 
firmation and gave no details. 
Americans have rigidly refrained 
from participating in the Chinese 
civil strife, seeking instead to 
mediate it. 

The Communist report also 
claimed that the “local popular 
forces”—-its euphemism for Com- 
munists—still firmly held Szeping- 
kai, ignoring a Government an- 
nouncement that the city fell to 
the First Army on Monday. 

Peiping reports said the Gov- 
ernment’s new First Army, mov- 
ing slowly north afoot, still was 
76 miles from Changchun. That 
indicated only four miles’ progress 
in two. days. 

The reports on the battle for 
Changchun, meanwhile, provided 
a background as Gen. George C. 
Marshall, President Truman’s spe- 
cial envoy to China, began a séries 
of truce conferences in Chung- 
king. 

Marshall returned to Chungking 
from Washington yesterday, and 
declined comment until after he 
had talked with both Government 
and Communist representatives. 

U. S. Group Leaves Yenan, 

A dispatch from Shanghai today 
said the United States Army had 
withdrawn its liaison group from 
Yenan, turning over property 
worth several hundred thousand 
dollars to the Communist Highth 
Route Army. 

The delivery of American prop- 
erty—expensive radio equipment, 
seven vehicles, clothing and some 
buildings—represented the first 
contribution of any size by the 
United States to the Chinese Com- 
munists. The transfer was made 
with the approval of the National 
Government. 

Established in midsummer of 
1944, the American mission oper- 
ated in co-operation with the Com- 
munists in gathering intelligence 
on the Japanese.

I don’t think there 
is any power in the Holding Com- 
pany Act to compel it, and our 
counsel advise us they cannot find 
any such power in the act. The 
only proposal we have received to 
settle the claims was a ‘sugges- 
tion’ along the lines of the new 
plan.

North American owns all the 
Union Electric common stock now 
and has 87% per cent of the vot- 
ing power of Union Electric.

GAMBLER SHOT TO DEATH

CHICAGO, April 19 (AP)—Po- 
lice were without clues today in 
the murder of Harry (Red) Rich- 
mond, a former convict and hand- 
book operator, who was killed last 
night with a shotgun after he 
alighted from his automobile in 
front of his home.

HOUSE BODY URGES CHANGES 
IN CAPITAL'S PRISON SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)— 
Reorganization of the District of 
Columbia prison system was 
recommended today by a House 
committee after hearing tales of 
drinking bouts and parties in jail 
cells. 

The report also recommended 
that criminal prosecution be 
started by the district attorney if 
examination of evidence shows 
violations of law. Dismissal of 
both Howard B. Gill, suspended 
penal superintendent, and Claude 
D. Botkin, district jail superin- 
tendent, was recommended by the 
committee. 

The committee’s investigation 
was prompted by escape of two 
convicted murderers — Earl Mac- 
Farland and Joseph Medley, both 
now recaptured. Medley’s execu- 
tion date was postponed from 
April 30 to Aug. 2 by District 
Court Justice Alexander Holtzoff 
yesterday. The postponement 
was to allow an appeal to the 
Supreme Court on his conviction 
for the, murder of Mrs. Nancy 
Boyer March 6, 1945. He was ar- 
rested in St. Louis on the murder 


charge. 


LETTER IN BOTTLE OFF COAST 
MAILED AFTER SIX YEARS 


After six years of bouncing 
around Florida coastal waters in 
a sealed bottle, a letter addressed 
to Mr. and Mrs. Edd Jones of Ed- 
wardsville was finally mailed to- 
day. The letter was one of 14 
dropped into the ocean off the 
Florida coast March 30, 1940, by 
crew members of the 8.8.

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EDITORS DISCUSS 
NEWS PROGRAM 
FOR COVERNMENT 


Proposal for Preparation 
of ‘Spot’ Report to Be 
Distributed to World 
by Radio, 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)— 
The American Society of News- 
paper Editors may consider, today 
or tomorrow, a recommendation 
that this country’s private press 
eait and finance a daily “spot 
news” report for distribution 
abroad as part of the Govern- 
ment’s information program. 

The proposal was being dis- 
cussed widely among the news- 


paper executives as they entered 
the second day of the society’s an- 
nual convention here. Its chance 
of approval remained uncertain, 

The plan is expected to provide 
a test on how far the newspapers 
are willing to go in keeping the 
Government out of the business of 
distributing news abroad. “Spot 
news” in journalistic language 
means news of day-by-day devel- 
opments, as contrasted to “back- 
ground” news, which furnishes the 
history leading up to a current 
development. 


Benton Urges Study. 


Disclosure of the proposal came 
less than a day after William Ben- 
ton, Assistant Secretary of State, 
called on the editors to undertake 
a “continuing study of the whole 
field of handling news abroad” by 
both private agencies and govern- 
ment services. 

Bentor said that he would pre- 
fer to have~ short-wave news 
broadcasting handled by a private 
agency “if it were done adequate- 
ly.” He expressed doubt that this 
could be done in view of the finan- 
cial losses involved, 

He said at on. point that “even 
the spot news can only be under- 
stood by people in other countries 
in the context of background ma- 
terial adapted to their comprehen- 
sion. The wire services today pro- 
vide but little background ma- 
terial.” | 

Benton advanced his study pro- 
posal after outlining his argu- 
ments for maintaining a State De- 
partment information service 
ab oad, and the “inconvenience” 
he said was caused by withdrawal 
of the Associated Press and the 
United Press services from that 
program. 

Says Loss “Is Not Great.” 

Ben Reese, managing editor of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, asked 
Benton what loss the State De- 
partment’s information service had 
suffered since being deprived of 
the AP. and U.P. wire services. 

Saying that he had first figured 
the loss would be “a body blow,” 
Benton replied that he has since 
been unable to determine whether 
it was 1, 2 or 5 per cent,” and 
added “the damage is not great.” 

He argued, however, that there 
is an “important phychological” 
factor involved, declaring that ra- 
dio listeners in Bulgaria, for ex- 
ample, could be told to tune in 
on Russia’s Tass or Britain’s B. 
B. C. if they want the news from 
“the great American wire service, 
the Associated Press.” 
lu. N. to Consider News Freedom. 


Wilbur Forrest, assistant editor 
of the New York Herald Tribune, 
said a United Nations committee 
would give early consideration to 
American proposals for an inter- 
national agreement on news free- 
dom. Forrest is chairman of the 
society's standing Committee on 
World Freedom of Information. 

He said Sir.A. Ramaswami Mu- 
daliar of India, president of the 
United Nations Economic and So- 
cial Council, promised him that 
the matter would receive atten- 
tion in the council meeting start- 
ing in New York April 25. 

Forrest cautioned that there 
would be opposition to the draft 
convention. 

“Do no forget that there are 
governments,” he said, “which will 
be reluctant to relinquish their 
contro] over the press—a control 
which is of long standing. Let us 
hope that arguments’ raised 
against it by those governments 
which must now show their hand 
will do nothing more than adver- 
tise to the world... that they 
have much to hide.” 


OPA Aid Speaks. 


James G. Rogers Jr. deputy 
OPA administrator, predicted to- 
day a price rise of “50 per cent 
or more” if OPA is “crippled” by 
congressional action. He spoke in 
place of Economic Stabilizer Ches- 
ter Bowles, who is ill. 

The alternative to crippling 
OPA, he said, is continuance of 
existing controls for an additional 
eight or ten months with allow- 
ancer for “fairly small” price in- 
creases. By that time, he said, 
there will be an adequate supply 
of most commodities so that con- 
trols can be removed without the 
risk of inflation.

A St. Louis tenant has filed suit 
in Washington to test the consti- 
tutionality of an OPA ruling de- 
nying tenants a right of review in 
cases where a “certificate relating 
to eviction,” is granted to a land- 
lord, The suit was filed by Joseph 
Sandullo, 6234 Delmar boulevard. 
against Price Administrator Paul 
Porter in the United States Emer. 
gency Court of Appeals. 

Sandullo’s petition states an 
eviction certificate was granted 
his landlord in September, 1945, 
without notice to him. Asserting 
the facts relied on by the land- 
lord, that he wanted the apart- 
ment for his son, were false, San- 
dullo obtained a hearing before a 
local examiner but the latter af- 
firmed the granting of the cer- 
tificate after a “sham” hearing at 
which no testimony was taken 
down and the landlord was absent. 

A protest filed with the OPA in 
Washington was rejected on the 
ground a tenant is not a person 
subject to a regulation or order 
under the Emergency Price Con- 
trol Act of 1942, the petition con- 
tinues. 

Sandullo’s counsel, Arthur J. 
Freund, contends this ruling is 
unconstitutional in that it de- 
prives the tenant of due process 
of law and denies him equal pro-

TOKYO, April 19 (AP) — That

and $32,400 in silver ingots, plus 
the prospect of a few thousand 
dollars more. _.

GOVERNOR SIGNS KEY BILL 
FOR TAXING INTANGIBLES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 19— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly today 
signed the key measure setting up 
a new method of taxing intangible 
personal property such as bonds, 
notes, mortgages and other securi- 
ties, and a companion measure 
placing a 2 per cent tax on the 
premiums collected annually by 
insurance companies in lieu of a 
tax on their intangibles. 

The key bill places the tax rate 
at 4 per cent of the yield of se- 
curities, 

The new system of taxation will 
become operative July 1. Two bills

4 GREYHOUND LINES 
HALT RUNS INTO CITY 


Terminal Virtually Closed 
by Picketing — Other Com- 
panies Transfer Operations. 


Bus service into St. Louis on 
four Greyhound lines was canceled 
today after the Union Market Bus 
Terminal at Delmar boulevard and 
Broadway was virtually closed by 
a picket line of striking Dixie 
Greyhound bus drivers. 

Service out of St. Louis on the 
four lines, Dlinois, Pennsylvania, 
Capitol and Southwestern, was 
halted yesterday when the picket 
line, which had been confined to 
the curb on the Delmar side of 
the terminal where Dixie busses 
were loading and unloading, was 
extended around the building 
after Dixie busses began using the 
terminal shed. 


The terminal was without ticket 
sellers, baggage clerks and tele- 
phone operators because 76 termi- 
nal employes, members of the 
same AFL union as the striking 
drivers, refused to cross the picket 
line. Drivers on other Greyhound 
lines, also members of the same 
union, refused to drive their vehi- 
cles into the shed across the line. 

Seven other bus lines which use 
the terminal continued operations 
from the All-American and Trail- 
ways terminals across the street. 
Dixie busses, driven by members 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, also continued opera- 
tions.

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MISSOURI BASIN 
SURVEY BEGUN BY 
RESEARCH GROUP 


Studies for Army Seek to 
Forecast Farm and In- 
dustrial Progress in 10 
States. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 19 
(AP)—The Midwest Research In- 
stitute announced yesterday the 
launching of what it termed “the 
greatest regional survey ever 
undertaken”—an attempt to ap- 
praise and forecast the probable 
agricultural and industrial devel- 
opment of the Missouri river 
basin. 

The work will be done by the 
institute, a Kansas City concern, 
for armhy engineers. 


Studies will cover the 10-state 
area of Missouri, Kansas, Colo- 
rado, Iowa, innesota, Montana, 
Nebraska, yoming, North Da- 
kota and South Dakota, and will 
require about six months. A pre- 
liminary survey was completed 
early this year. 


Authority for the study was 
given in the 1945 rivers and har- 
bors bill, which instructs army 
engineers to ascertain whether 
navigation on the Missouri river 
upstream from Sioux City, Ia., is 
feasible. The answer, the institute 
said, depends on what the engi- 
neers believe will be the future 
development of n&tural resources 
and industries in the area. 

Harold Vagtborg, president of 
the institute, said the investiga- 
tion would include surveys of agri- 
culture, solid fuels, petroleum and 
gas, and industries. 


REPLANTING OF WALNUT BRINGS 
HONOR TO ST. LOUIS OPERATOR 


Specia} to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, April 19—Ray Pick- 
rel of Pickrel Sales Co., St. Louis, 
was commended here yesterday at 
a meeting of the American Walnut 
Manufacturers’ Association for 
leadership in the association's re- 
forestation program. He was cited 
for his part in the planting of an 
million walnut seed- 
lings and nuts this spring, hailed 
as “a move to keep America’s lead- 
ing cabinet wood a permanent 
crop of the American midlands 
and an asset to the nation.” 

While a considerable amount of 
Missouri walnut was used during 
the war as gunstock wood for Al- 
lied firearms, an adequate supply 
is expected so long as a continuing 
planting program is maintained, 
association executives said. 

Each member mill of the associ- 
ation contributed a minimum of 
50 bushels of nuts, distributed 
through state foresters, and a fall 
program is planned to augment 
the spring plantings. The refor- 
estation program also plans to let 
young walnut trees grow to ma- 
turity and encourage harvesting 
of timber 15 inches and more in 
diameter, at eye level.

FA|NEW U.S. AIR FORCE 


IN EUROPE TO HAVE 
SUPERFORTS, JETS 


BERLIN, April 19 (AP)—A new 
United States air force of 71,000 
men. is being built up in Europe 
virtually from scratch, 

B-29 Superfortresses, appearing 
for the first time in Europe, will 
serve as the nucleus of the new 
force, which is expected to be in 
full operating order before the end 
of the summer. Two hundred Su- 
perfortresses already have been 
shipped to the United Kingdom 
and 300 more are on the way or 
on order. Four fields for them are 
being built in France and two 
more in Germany are contem- 
plated. 

A-26 attack bombers and P-80 
fighters, the new super-speedy jet 
craft developed toward the end of 
the war, will also play an impor- 
tant part in the force. 

American air strength in the 
European theater steadily dwin- 
dled after V-E day, reaching a low 
ebb of 38,000 men by mid-winter. 
The personnel has now been built 
up to 50,000 and is expected to 
reach 71,000 highly trained men 
by July 1. 

Air officers have said they be- 
lieved Gen. Carl Spaatz wants to 
complete this task this summer 
and then retire as commander in 
chief of the Army Air Forces. Lt. 
Gen. Ira C, Eaker, bombing ex- 
pert and deputy to Spaatz, is ex- 
pected to take over as chief.

Question — Reuther Up 
Against Test of Strength. 


CHICAGO, April 19 (UP) — The 
issue of whether “ability to pay” 
should determine union wage de- 
mands threatened today to widen 
the rift among leaders of the CIO 
United Auto Workers’ Union. 

As the union’s 22-man executive 


board met to debate the issue, 
Walter P. Reuther, newly elected 
UAW president, faced a major 
test of strength. Reuther, who led 
the recent General Motors’ strike, 
contended that wages should be 
tied closely to the company’s 
profits, : 

In a policy statement issued 
without consulting Reuther, UAW 
Vice Presidents R. J, Thomas and 
Richard T. Leonard, and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer George F. Addes 
asserted that profits “must not be 
the deciding factor in determining 
our wage demands.” 

The three officers said they 
hoped the policy would be adopt- 
ed by the executive board “and 
that includes the vote of the pres- 
ident.” 

The “anti-Reuther” faction was 
acknowledged to have a control- 
ling majority on the executive 
board. 

Reuther, who unseated Thomas 
as UAW president at the conven- 
tion last month, frequently has 
been at odds with a UAW faction 
led by Thomas and Addes. 

“Ability to pay is a factor but 
not the most important factor,” 
the Thomas-“Ueonard-Addes state- 
ment said. 

“We reaffirm our historic posi- 
tion that capital is entitled to a 
fair return on its investment but 
that the worker must not be 
penalized because of the technical 
production inefficiency, faulty 
merchandising and other’ short- 
comings of management.” 

The three officials deplored “a 
lack of co-ordinated CIO strate- 
gy” in the General Motors wage 
drive and warned that such short- 
comings should not be repeated 
in the campaign for better con- 
tracts next year. . 


March Auto Output Exceeds All 
of 1945 Production. 

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)— 
Automobile production in March | 
increased to 90,045 machines, the | 
Civilian Production Administra- | 
tion reported yesterday. This was | 
nearly double the February out- 
put and exceeded the total 1945 
production, 

Motor truck output was 39,459 
units, a 10,667 gain over February 
but considerably less than the 
January rate, 

The March spurt in passenger 
automobile building increased the 
total automobile production to 
280,277 units since the bar on 
manufacture was removed last | 
July 1. 

Ward’s Automotive Reports, at | 
Detroit, estimated this week’s pro- | 
duction of passenger automobiles | 
and trucks in the United States 
and Canada at 57,565 units, high- 
est postwar week’s output. 

In the comparable week of 1941, 
last full year of automobile man- 
facture, 99,945 units were pro- 
duced. Highest week’s production 
of 1941 was 134,682 automobile and | 
trucks. 

At Detroit, Joseph W. Frazer, 
president of Graham-Paige Motors 
Cerp. and the  Kaiser-Frazer 
Corp., announced that the two 
companies had orders on their 
books for more than $650,000,000 
worth of automobiles and farm 
equipment.‘Barring unforeseen de- 
velopments, production of the 
Frazer car will begin next month.

Maj. Eliot Discusses the Facts 


Of Strategy on 


Defense of U.S. Must Be Based 


Which He Says 


Analyst Discounts Possibility of Attack From 
Western Hemisphere or Across Atlantic or 
Pacific—We Face North Defensively, He 


Says.

HIS article deals with strategy—the basis on which our military 


policy is necessarily established insofar as the security of the 

United States against major attack from any source is concerned. 
It may at once be said that we cannot be seriously attacked today 
from any source in the western hemisphere. The resources to launch 
such an attack do not exist outside of our own borders and those of 
Canada, nor can such resources be brought to the western hemisphere 
from other places as long as we control all the sea and air approaches 


from the Old World. ; 


Any attack on this 
therefore, must come from the so0- 
called World Island, the grouped 
continents of Europe, Asia and 
Africa. 

We can rule out Africa for the 
present, but not so definitely as 
we can rule out Latin America. 
The resources to launch a major 
attack do not now exist in Africa, 
but they might get there from 
Europe or Asia more easily than 
the, could get to South America, 
and Africa is the bridge to South 
America. Africa in hostile hands 
would be a serious menace to us, 
as we had to realize during the 
late war. 

For the present, however, we 
may narrow down the source of 
possible attack on the United 
States to the areas in which there 
exists sufficient power, actual or 
potential, to launch such an at- 
tack: Europe and Asia. 

We may assume as estab- 
lished principle that we cannot 
defend this continent against 
attack by a major power which 
has had time to make adequate 
preparation, save by being pre- 
pared to strike back with even 
greater violence, There is no 
such thing as “national defense” 
in the old sense of that term.+ 

“The only defense lies in the 
power of attack,” as General 
Marshall put it 

The only military security 
lies in the deterrent effect of 
our readines; to strike back ef- 
fectively and immediately, and 
our ability to keep our means 
of doing so sufficiently strong 
aad sufficiently well dispersed 
so that our offenrive power can 
not be overwhelmed by sudden 
surprise. 

For all the foreseeable future, 
we dare no longer think of de- 
fending we can safely think only 
of maintaining a position of of- 
fensive readiness. 

That is why we shall need per- 
manent armed forces of more 
that 1,500,000 officers and men in 
time of peace instead of the mere 
handful of 200,000-odd which we 
had before the war. The differ- 
ence is the difference between a 
defensive and an offensive estab- 
lishment, considered in relation to 

odern weapons? 
ent we ate consider the di- 
rection from which attack may 
come, and in which counterattack 
may be launched. 

In the earliest days of this re- 
public, we faced east; our danger- 
ous neighbors were on the other 
side of the Atlantic ocean. Later 
we faced west, thrusting across 
the continent to the Pacific with 
our Atlantic rear secured by 
agreement with Britain. Then we 
faced both east and west, with the 
rising tide of German power 
threatening us from Europe, and 
Japan from the Pacific. 

In all that time, real danger 
could come to us only by sea, or 
by air power transported and sup- 
plied by sea for part of the way. 
Hence the control of the sea was 
the major factor in our security.

As long as we had it, it gave us 
time to prepare to meet any 
threat. As long as we had it we 
could speak of national defense, 
in the sense of defending our re- 
sources from direct attack until 
w. could orvanize them for offen- 
sive employment and the winning 
of victory. 

Now we face north. Now it is 
possible to reach our shores with 
airborne weapons directly from 
Europe or Asia, and these will 
move, as military moves always 
come, by the shortest route 
available. Now the Arctic ice 
is no longer a barrier to such 
moves. 

Look at the map accompanying 
this article. Facing north, our 
two main offensive bastions are 
Greenland and Alaska. We own 
Alaska, but we are in Greenland 
only under temporary arrange- 
ment with the Danish Govern- 
ment. The air communications 
between Greenland and Alaska re- 
quire support in the center; thus 
northern Canada is of great im- 
portance to the security of this 
con nent. 

The Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans ave no longer routes for 
possible attack, save perhaps by 
submarines; they are fully con- 
trolled by American and British 
sea-air power, and Britain’s se- 
curity is bound up with our own. 
These oceans are now the guard- 
ians of our flanks as we face 
north toward the World Island. 
They are also routes by which 
we may launch sea-borne coun- 
terattacks, or support our air 
bases in such outlying flank po- 
sitions as the British Isles and 
Iceland on our right flank, or on 
our left the Aleutians or the 
distant Philippines. 

Finally we are concerned with 
the Mediterranean sea. Looking at 
the polar-projection map, the 
Mediterranean, as seen from 
North America, affords a sea 

route into the heart of the World 
Island. It enables our sea-air 
power to prevent European or Asi- 
atic penetration of Africa, and it 
gives access to the Middle Eastern 
keystone position where Europe, 
Asia and Africa meet. We cannot 
afford to have our present free 
access to the Mediterranean 
threatened by any political 
changes, either in Spain, in Africa 
itself, or in the Middle East, 

We come to the conclusion that 
our strategic air power—our ma- 
jor counteroffensive force—must 
now be deployed with a northward 
orientation in a vast semicircle 
covering the north of this conti- 
nent and extended well outward 
on the flanks by means of outly- 
ing bases; the Navy covers our 
wide ocean flanks and with its 
carrier forces provides additional 
offensive striking powe® of high 
strategic mobility; and the Army 
assures the safety of the air and 
naval bases against ground attack 
and provides airborne striking 
forces as necessary May appear. 

Look at the map again. This is 
the kind of map you should have 
in mind from now on when you 

think of our military security.

tuberculosis. 


Before the war about seven 
times as many Greeks as Amer- 
icans suffered. from the disease. 
Now the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
estimates that tuberculosis is 14 
times as prevalent in Greece as 
in the United States. 


The disease not only makes it 
impossible for sufferers to do 
much productive work, it also 
causes an unhealthy mental atti- 
tude characterized by alternate 
periods of depression and exalta- 
tion, which has a direct bearing 
on politics. One Greek doctor em- 
ployed by UNRRA told this corre- 
spondent he was convinced that 
the majority of the political ex- 
tremists in Greece were tuber- 
culars. He predicted it would be 
impossible to establish a political 
equilibrium in Greece until tuber- 
culosis had been stamped out or 
at least reduced. 

UNRRA Sanitarium Projects. 

By offering extra food rations 
high in protein content to tuber- 
culosis sufferers, UNRRA has 
been able to bring many hidden 
cases of the disease out into the 
open, but hunger is so great in 
Greece that many persons, in- 
stead of eating their tins of pro- 
tein foods, sell them on the black 
market in order to obtain money 
to buy other items, especially 
bread. 

UNRRA has purchased two air 
bases, built by the United States 
Air Transport Command—one in 
Patras, and one in Herakleion,

Crete—for use as tuberculosis. 
sanitariums and it is also pro- 
viding materials to complete the 
construction of seven other sani- 
tariums, begun by the Greek 
Government before the war. 
Medical care, however, is no 
complete answer to the tubercu- 
losis problem. The only long- 
range cure for the disease is rest 
and an adequate diet—and not 
more than 10 per cent of the 
population can be said to be re- 
ceiving an adequate diet at pres- 
ent.

Truman and Secretary of State Byrnes decided to call a Foreign 
Ministers’ meeting prior to the Paris Peace Conference, despite the 
downright blackness of the present outlook for any agreement at 


either gathering. 


This is taking the plunge with 
a vengeance. In wartime, no 
point was more strongly insisted 
on than the obligation of all mem- 
bers of the grand alliance not to 
enter into separate peace nego- 
tiations. But in wartime, Soviet 
postwar policy in Europe was 
quite frankly not foreseen. 


Russia Dragging Feet. 


Both the American State De- 
partment and British Foreign Of- 
fice are now convinced that it is 
Soviet policy to “drag their feet” 
in all matters concerning peace 
settlements. The purpose of this 
policy, it is believed; is to create 
situations all over Europe which 
will be advantageous to the local 
Communist parties. 


Thus, it is felt, the Soviet Union 
has in a curious way already 
broken the promise not to ar- 
range a separate peace anywhere. 
For if formal peace settlements 
are delayed with the intention of 
organizing local political situa- 
tions advantageous to the Soviet 
Union, then the nature of the 
final peace is being affected quite 
as strongly as it would be by 
open, unilateral negotiation. 


The American policy makers 
fervently hope, of course, that 
their decision to accept no fur- 
ther delays where these can be 
avoided will bring the Soviet rep- 
resentative around. As usual, ev- 
ery reasonable measure of co- 
operation will be offered. Nor 
is this hope entirely empty. Ac- 
cording to high White House 
sources, Secretary of State Byrnes 
has advised the President that the 
Soviets may well change their 
course when “zero hour” ap- 
proaches. His opinion was ap- 
parently based on the fact that 
at all the major inter-allied con- 
ferences, including Yalta and 
Potsdam, where agreement was 

me only 


in the final moments of the con- 
ference. 

Periodic meetings of the For- 
eign Ministers Were proposed by 
Byrnes at Yalta as the best meth- 
od of reaching preparatory under- 
standings on European peace. The 
Paris Peace Conference was 
agreed on at Moscow. Byrnes 
wanted it as a deadline beyond 
which stalling on peace terms 
could not be conveniently contin- 
ued. At that time Byrnes hoped 
that the log-jam among the dep- 
uties of the Foreign Ministers, 
who have been talking peace 
terms in London all winter, would 
be broken long before the Paris 
meeting this spring. 


Log-Jam Continues. 

But the log-jam has continued 
to date, with no agreement in 
sight on such questions as Ital- 
ian reparations, the Soviet demand 
for Tripolitania, the Trieste bor- 
der dispute, and innumerable 
others in many other areas. Thus 
our policy-makers were forced to 
the decision to take the plunge 
of separate peace negotiations if 
the forthcoming Foreign Min- 
isters’ meeting should fail. 

Italy is where a beginning will 
be made, for the simple reason 
that there is no Soviet Army of 
occupation in Italy. Moreover, the 
beginning will be slow and cau- 
tious. Some’ months ago, after 
securing British concurrence with 
some difficulty, Secretary Byrnes 
proposed to Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov a revision of the 
Italian armistice terms which 
would permit the Italian Govern- 
ment to function as a government. 
Molotov said he would consider it. 

If the Foreign Ministers make 
no progress on an Italian peace 
treaty, the question of revision of 
armistice terms again will be 
raised. If Soviet concurrence can- 
not ‘be obtained, the United States 
then will propose revision of the

War Record an Answer. 
Romania's war record is an elo- 
quent answer to the question, 
“What can tiny Romania mean to 
giant Russia?” Russia is deter- 
mined to have no repetition of the 
answer, turned, as it was during 
the war, against it. But the an- 
swer is equally obvious turned in 
any direction. Romania occupies 
a centrally strategic position, 
would be as valuable an ally with 
Russia as against it.

The price increase during 1939-45 for 
metals and metal products was 12 per 
cent; the increase during World War I 
was 77; the rise to the peak of World 
War I inflation was 99. In home fur- 
_nishings, the price increase in 1939-45 
was 21 per cent under OPA; during 
World War I the rise was 145, and it 
reached the peak of 164 per cent during 
the inflation. For building materials, 
the corresponding rises are 32, 135 and 
218 per cent. For textiles, 45, 120 and 
252 per cent. For food, 54, 97 and 137 
per cent. 

NAM says OPA has put firms out of 
business. Look at the facts. Business 
failures in. 1929, 22,909; in 1939, 14,768; 
in 1945, 810 failures. 

The NAM says that OPA restricts 
profits. Here are the figures for corpo- 
ration profits after taxes: 1936-39 aver- 
age, 3.3 billion; 1941, 7.3; 1942, 8.3; 1943, 
9.9; 1944, 10.0. 

To stop inflation, it is essential that 
the Price Control Act be renewed for 
one year, without weakening amend- 
ments. Write and tell your Congress- 
' men so. They must represent you; they 
will if you let them know your wishes.

According to Prof. Isaac Lippincott, 
prices will undoubtedly rise immediate- 
ly, but within a limited amount of time 
will fall because of the stimulation of 
competition. I think this suggestion 
rates a little consideration, considering 
that this is peacetime we a * living in 
now, not war. I feel that we would be 
better off now to remove controls, ex- 
cept on rents, and take a price rise, 
rather than face the removal of OPA 
- Jater on when thousands of our busi- 
nesses have gone under.

Swindle and Betrayal 


The House “price control” bill is a swindle and 
a betrayal. Its pretext of control is transparent. 
Its purpose as economics is insane. As its in- 
sanity bears fruit, as soaring prices grind the 
majority of citizens whose incomes cannot keep 
up, it will be found ultimately stupid politics. 

Chester Bowles does not exaggerate to call it 
“impossible.” “Reasonable profit” to every sell- 
er of every individual article is deliberately con- 
trived to tie OPA in endless court disputes on 
ill-defined issues. To junk a price ceiling when 
production has reached 1941 rates, moreover, de- 
liberately makes no allowance for the inflation- 
ary force of pent-up demand. 

The latter provision alone constitutes an ef- 
fective death sentence on various catching-up 
enterprises, and in particular on the Wyatt 
emergency housing program. At 1941 rates, it 
would take building materials production many 
months to fill the deferred demand for home 
construction. But under this amendment, ma- 
terials producers will be perfectly free to pursue 
their classic policy of getting the last cent, 
thereby forcing the price of new homes right 
out of the market. 

Such pent-up demands, in fact, are alone 
enough to explode the siren Adam Smith song of 
the NAM and its spokesmen, including its little 
stable of university economists. The song runs 
thus: Sure, prices will rise a little, but higher 
prices are the sovereign cure of high prices, 
because they will quickly bring out enough ad- 
ditional production to force prices down. 

Put the theory to practice, however, and we 
find millions of Americans unable for a full year 
to buy enough to eat, while farmers are planting 
and harvesting more under the lure of higher 
prices. We find a sad scattering of new $20,000 
houses and then, because prices are prohibitive, 
the customary stagnation, collapse, depression. 

Indeed, nearly everything the House did to the 
bill works for boom and depression. Eliminat- 
ing food subsidies, for example, will give the cost 
of living another boost, as will the other amend- 
ments. Then will come new wage demands and, 
if they are not granted at once, another round of 
crippling strikes. Then higher prices to main- 
tain profits. Then, on pain of strike, demands 
for higher agricultural prices. 

Thus are the American people—the very few 
who can ride the speculation excepted—marked 
for searing hardship, and more than a few for 
outright ruin. What a lovely greeting for the re- 
turned soldier! 

The people have protested that fate in over- 
whelming preponderance. The lobbyists, how- 
ever, know a shorter way to the ears of the 
House majority. 

The inflationists are bribing Congressmen with 
promises of favors or threats of disfavor; who 
can say how many are dishing out the “silent” 
campaign money mentioned in “State of the 
Union,” that wise and too-timely play? Sure, 
it’s payment for betraying the people they are 
sworn to protect. The cynical theory is, how- 
ever, that the people are stupid, will neglect to 
vote, can be bought with high-priced circuses— 
and that when the people’s lean pocketbooks 
hurt, they will blame the Administration. 

Certainly the Administration is far from 
blameless for inflationary sins. However, it has 
thoroughly recanted. On the other hand, the 
people know that price control has worked well 
on the whole, and that the sole responsibility for 
crippling it now rests with Congress. 

Beginning July 1, under this bill, the people 
will also learn that ruinous inflation can happen 
and that it hurts horribly. As November nears, 


. therefore, the hireling mob of Republicans and 


anti-Administration Democrats may wonder 
whether they are so smart. As hardship drives 
new legions into labor unions and as the people 
mobilize to sweep betrayers out of office, the 
counsel of lobbyists may seem less plausible, 
Indeed, this act may have a deep influence in 
1948. By biding their time, opponents of the Ad- 
ministration could have utilized the normal im- 
patience against a Government which must ad- 
minister unpalatable controls. Instead, they 
themselves have decreed suffering for the people, 
Thus they have helped Harry Truman’s chances. 
There is still, of course, a hope that the Sen- 
ate will do better and that the House will accept 
the Senate bill. Hence it is only elementary 
self-protection to send stiff telegrams or letters 
to one’s Congressman and Senators—especially 
to thase who, like Mr. Ploeser, merrily joined 
in the maiming party. And certainly Harry Tru- 
man should be composing a really hot, a really 
moving, message to Congress and the people. 
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Things are get¢ing back to normal, with war 
in China and bombings in East St. Louis.

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For More and Bigger Rail Wrecks 


The safety record of American railroads eis 
shocking enough for a new deal in administer- 
ing regulations to be considered, but the changes 
just proposed by five rail spokesmen would only 
make a bad matter worse. They oppose legis- 
lation to strengthen the hand of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission; instead, they want the 
ICC to give up the subject and let the railroads 
make and enforce their own safety rules. 

As it is, rail lines aren’t even half-complying 
with the safety proposals timidly handed out by 
the ICC in the form of recommendations, not 
as the orders which it has the legal right to 
issue. Wrecks caused by disregard of these 
recommendations are an old story, highlighted 
by the refusal of the railroads to install the au- 
tomatic block system, automatic train control 
and train radio, all proved safety devices, 

If the railroads didn’t have even the mild and

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sporadic prodding of ICC to think about, and 
were free to dawdle unconcernedly at installing 
safety devices, more and bigger train wrecks 
would be the probable result. The remedy isn’t 
freeing the railroads of all control, but the ICC's 
vigorous exercise of the authority it already has. 
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Oil Is a World Problem 


Iran's challenge of British control over Bah- 
rein Island in the Persian Gulf is repeated very, 
very soon after the orientation of the Govern- 
ment of Iran toward Soviet Russia. Presum- 
ably it is no secret in Moscow that American oil 
interests dominate the island, and that refin- 
eries there are fed American oil from the fabu- 
lously rich fields’ of Saudi Arabia. 

Thus is pressure applied in an extremely dan- 
gerous struggle of power politics that continues 
in a world of nations that have yet to come 
under the civilizing influence of law and order. 
Of course, American oil company agents have 
used the same methods as those of other coun- 
tries, although with less support from our State 
Department than, for instance, the British For- 
eign Office gives private British oil interests. 
The struggle is dangerous to world peace, no 
matter what nation takes the initiative. 

The need for oil is international, but the po- 
litical organization of the world still is on a 
national basis. Out of our futile attempts to 
fit national straitjackets over international tech- 
nologies arise conflicts in oil today, and in 
atomic energy on a vaster scale tomorrow. This 
is the fundamental error. 

Just as an international,Atomic Development 
Authority can be a rational approach to the 
problem of atomic energy, so a truly interna- 
tional oil agreement can be a rational approach 
to the problem of oil. 

America, Russia and Britain are the nations 
most involved in Middle Eastern oil—but the 
concern is world-wide. The Anglo-American oil 
treaty is not an instrument adequate to the 
task. The UN is the vehicle for developing or- 
derly processes of government among nations, 
and the UN is the vehicle for achieving a real 
international agreement on oil. 
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The Pale Effort 


Dramatic airplane rides by former President 
Herbert Hoover, radio talks by him and by Pres- 
ident Truman and more reports by committees 
will not feed the world's hungry. Nor will they 
be fed by “voluntary rationing,” no matter how 
it is spurred by oratory. If any further evi- 
dence was needed, the President’s own Famine 
Emergency Committee, headed by Chester Davis 
of St. Louis, now has added its testimony that 
“voluntary measures” are inadequate. 

Meanwhile, a dispute among Britain, Canada 
and America as to the contributions of wheat 
each is to make to the starving people in Europe 
and Asia is reported to be holding up the des- 
perately needed order to set aside for this pur- 
pose 25 per cent of American wheat at the mill. 
Instead of leading the* world, President Truman 
apparently prefers to wait and follow. 

The pale horse of hunger, however, does not 
wait. His ride is dramatically and accurately 
described today by Dorothy Thompson, on the 
“Meanwhile, the victors play 
power politics, and the politicians, hungry for 
votes, appeal never to the people's best instincts, 
but only to their worst—to selfishness, greed 
and stupidity.” 
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These are frustrating days for Winston 
Churchill. He has been rejected not only by the 
British voters but by the Missouri Society of 
Mayflower Descendants. 
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Toothache Logic 

A fascinating exercise of reasoning has turned 
up in the Missouri State Dental Association con- 
vention. Dr. R. H. Miller pointed out that den- 
tists are so scarce that the average American 
can receive only one hour of attention per year. 
He proposed, therefore, that we visit the dentist 
more often so that decay can be arrested before 
it spreads far. In the next breath, however, he 
said dentists should establish priorities for those 
whose needs are most urgent. It appears, then, 
that one should go to the dentist early, but the 
dentist should prevent one from coming early. 

Later, Joseph D. Lohman, a University of 
Chicago seciologist, revealed the escape from 
such lunatic logic when he pointed out that 40 
per cent of dentists’ income comes from the 
upper tenth of the people and only 20 per cent 
from the lower half. That fact proclaims the 
need for Federal insurance to bring health care 
to persons of low income and to bring more 
dentists into the profession. With the rigors of 
unemployment and old age already tempered .by 
comparable measures, it would appear only log- 
ical to attack the evil of neglected health. 

Missouri's dentists, however, do not want 
such a plan. Their legislation committee ex- 
pressly condemned it because, its report said, a 
better program is already in existence. What 
program? To go te the dentist but not to go 
to the dentist? 
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If the critics of the new Republican national 


chairman are correct, the name will no longer be 
Grand Old Party, but just plain Old Party. 
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Royalty Becomes Human 


The iron curtain, to adopt a Churchillian 
phrase, separating the Japanese people from 
their royal family is being progressively with- 
drawn. In a move extending democratic ideas 
to the younger generation, 12-year-old Crown 
Prince Akihito will be sent to school to be 
treated just like any other little Nipponese. His 
heavenly curriculum, so far, is limited to sing- 
ing “Twinkle, Twinkie, Little Star’ in English. 

Further evidence that Akihito is just one of 
the boys is the fact that a Communist speaker 
referred to him as a “brat” after calling his 
father, Emperor Hirohito, “that guy.” Regard- 
less of its ultimate effect on history, all this 
should be a favor to Akihito, who now has a 
chance to work up from the position of pigtail 
on the corner baseball team. After all, what is 
the value of royalty to a youngster compared 
with the license to be a boisterous and uninhib- 
ited brat? ’ 
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One question about the bull calf that aimed a 
kick at President Truman: Is its pedigree Re- 
publican or Southern Democratic?

Power Trust on the Offensive 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Private utility crowd has set up powerful new lobby and is pressing 
attack on public power, writer says; had been fighting rearguard 
action for years, trying to hold up such proposals as MVA; lobby- 
ists recently met defeat in trying to sabotage rural electrification.

There are signs that a real struggle is 
about to be launched between the Power 
Trust and the forces of public power.. For 
months it has been obvious that the utility 
crowd has been loading its guns for an 
all-out offensive against public power. Re- 
cent events indicate that the offensive has 
now been launched. 


Supporters of a program of public power 
should take very seriously the signs of 
comeback operations on the part of the 
old plunderbund. The utilities have been 
fighting a defensive or rearguard action 
for years. Their strength has been con- 
centrated on stopping such developments as 
the Missouri Valley Authority, the: Colum- 
bia Valley Authority, the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way and other positive public power proj- 
ects. 


But in late weeks they have changed to 
the offensive. The counter-attack has fol- 
lowed many months of intensive prepara- 
tion. A powerful new lobby has been formed 
and is well loaded with cash. It operates in 
Washington under the name of the Na- 
tional Association of Elegtric. Companies. 
Another association of utilities has been 
formed for the purpose of saturating the 
press and the radio of the country with 
blatant private ownership propaganda. 


Razzle-Dazzle Against REA 


These outfits mean business. Recently 
they counter-attacked against the Rural 
Electrification Administration with one of 
those sneak, razzle-dazzle punches for which 
they have become celebrated, They sought 
to stick an amendment on an REA appro- 
priation bill which would have cut the guts 
out of REA’s ability to bargain with pri- 
vate utilities for lower rates. 


Under the REA Act as it is now written, 
it is possible for REA co-ops to borrow 
money and construct their own generating 
plants. This gives them an advantage when 
negotiating with a private utility for power 
to supply their co-op patrons and has re- 
sulted in considerable benefits for the farm- 
ers. 

‘A Senate subcommittee, made up of some 
of the friends of the Power Trust, sought 
to put over an amendment which would de- 
prive the co-ops of this authority. No one 
was given notice that the amendment was 
being attached to the appropriation bill. 
The maneuver had all the earmarks of an 
old “sleeper play.” 

But it didn’t catch Senator Bob La Fol- 


lette and Senator George Aiken, Vermont 
Republican, asleep, Although they had only 
a few hours to prepare a fight against the 
vicious amendment, they went to the Sen- 
ate floor and blasted it to bits with facts 
and figures showing the vast sums of money 
this authority had saved the farmers of 
the nation on their power bills. Senator La 
Follette presented figures to show that one 
co-op in Wisconsin alone was saving its 
rural patrons more than $300,000 a year in 
comparison to the rates it would have to 
pay to the private utility. 


Meanwhile, the proponents of the amend- 
ment could offer only general, vague rea- 
sons for its passage. They stubbornly main- 
tained that the co-ops were building gener- 
ating plants when they could buy power 
from private utilities more cheaply. 


When pressed for illustrations of this, 
however, they offered none. La Follette’s 
and Aiken’s arguments were so impressive 
that the Senate overwhelmingly rejected 
the amendment, 


Speaker Rayburn Is Ruffled 


This is the kind of alert fighting that 
will keep the Power Trust on the defensive. 
I was glad to note that Speaker of the 
House Sam Rayburn, who ordinarily does 
not become ruffled very easily, left his 
Speaker’s chair the other day in the House 
and took the floor for a blistering attack 
on the utility lobby. 


Rayburn, who learned about utility tac- 
tics back in the early days of the New Deal 
when he was fighting for passage of regu- 
latory legislation, warned the members of 
Congress against utility lobbyists. The Cap- 
itol, he said, “is seething” with them. 


“IT had a brush with these people in 1935,” 
he declared. “If they are spoiling for an- 
other fight with me, they can get it because 
I am just one man who is not afraid of 
them, as I have already had my fight with 
them.” 


It is encouraging to note too that the 
Chicago Sun has jumped into the middle of 
this fight and has just concluded a series 
of articles exposing the power lobby in 
Washington. If the Sun will continue this 
type of work, it will mean that two first- 
class dailies will be lending their support 
to the fight to lick the resurgent utility 
drive. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch con- 
tinues its excellent campaign of exposing 
Power Trust shemanigans, 


Advice From Baltimore on Rat Control

The rat situation in St. Louis, as of now, 
is approximately the same as the rat situ- 
ation was in Baltimore three years ago. 
According to the 8t, Louis Post-Dispatch, 
the rodents there are fat, sassy and legion. 
The Post-Dispatch is campaigning for a 
specialized rat control agency similar to 
that in operation in Baltimore. 


At present, rat control in St. Louis is in 
the hands of that city’s Health Division, 
which has advocated such familiar meas- 
ures as destruction of rat harborage, put- 
ting tight lids on garbage pails and the rat- 
proofing of new construction. 


St. Louis needs, as Baltimore needed 


three years ago, systematic rat extermina- 
tion by experts, in addition to these meas- 
ures. It was in June, 1943, that Baltimore's 
Rodent Control Bureau was set up. No- 
body would deny that there still are a 
good many rats hereabout, but the number 
has been greatly reduced and the work of 
the bureau goes on permanently—ridding 


‘ area after area of the pests. 


What St. Louis does about rats is, of 
course, its own business, but here’s hoping 
that if the Missouri city does adopt Balti- 
more’s rat-eradication system, it does so 
with more zeal than Baltimore showed in 
adopting, or adapting, the St. Louis smoke- 
control system. 


Woman’s Fight for Sanity 
Is Theme of Moving Novel 


“The Snake Pit,” by Mary Jane Ward. (Random 

House, New York.) 

Juniper Hill, in this deeply moving novel, 
is a “mental hospital,” a machine for con- 
trolling and curing human beings who have 
temporarily “lost contact with reality.” The 
reader never loses contact with the reali- 
ty of Juniper Hill. He is made freshly 
aware of the fragile partitions that sep- 
arate the sane from the not sane. 

With shaky iteration of “There but for 
the grace of God go I,” he follows Virginia, 
the protagonist, through poignant question- 
ing (Where are my glasses? Where was 
her pocketbook? Where exactly was she’), 
through treatments, interviews, “shock,” 
“tubs,” “pack,” “staff,” various “therapies,” 
“medication,” the “wards”—in short, through 
all the apparatus evolved by a still uncer- 
tain science to straighten the involuted ave- 
nues to self-command.

“The Snake Pit” is not for the squeamish 
or tender-minded. Though narrated as ob- 
jectively as a Krafft-Ebing case history, it 
wrings the heart, chills the spirits. 

Virginia’s mind varies in receptivity, like 
a radio set that “fades” and then grows 
loud and clear. Sometimes her mind grows 
so clear that recognition and revulsion 
wash her in nauseating waves. Then she 
admonishes herself, “Don’t be a baby. Sup- 
pose you had to stay here.” She invents a 
prison fantasy to disguise the animal facts 
of her detention, but her seesawing percep- 
tions defeat her: all along she had knowa 
where she was. 

It all started In overwork (she was «@ 
writer), sleeplessness, fatigue, forgetful- 
ness. Then the door slammed on normal 
memory and opened on the phantasmagorie 
mixture of lucidity and murkiness that rep- 
resents life at Juniper Hill. How often she 
had once yearned to make her mind blank! 
At Juniper Hill she got her wish and learned 
that having a blank mind while awake is 
terrifying. Time for Virginia is different 
—sometimes long, sometimes short, some- 
times not at all. Here at Juniper Hill, “a 
day might consist of weeks, of hours, of a 
minute, or frighteningly, of not even a 
second.”

Miss Ward says that Juniper Hill exists 
only in the mind of her protagonist, “built 
and peopled by a mind that was on vaca- 
tion.” This ingenuous disclaimer does not 
prevent her novel from being a poignant 
exploration, via a sensitive woman's strug- | 
gle back to rationality, of a theme that will 
knit readers everywhere into a sympathetic 
unity of understanding. 

Quietly, honestly, almost austerely, she 
has underscored a bookful of implications,

A War Correspondent’s Novel 
“Red Canvas,”’ by Marcel Wallenstein. (Creative Age 

Press, New York.) 

A peaceable American painter of pin-up 
girls sets out in the spring of 1944 to get 
into German-occupied Paris, responding to 
an appeal from the wife who deserted him 
there when the Germans were about to 
move in.

India is faced with a famine as 
disastrous as that of 1943. 

In the Middle East, countries 
hitherto self-sufficient for food 
are clamoring for imports. Even 
South Africa is petitioning for 
food supplies. 

The ration in Great Britain is 
below the lowest point of the war. 

The greatest food-exporting area 
of the world is normally that part 
of the Far East, over which war 
has raged. There is no reserve of 
rice in Burma to meet the needs 
of India and Ceylon. 

In Australia, one of the four 
great wheat-producing countries 
of the world, there has been a 
disastrous drouth and a shortage 
of farm workers and phosphate 
fertilizer. 


Drop in Europe’s Wheat. 


In Continental Europe, diversion 
of manpower and shortages of 
fertilizer and machinery cut wheat 
production from 42,000,000 tons be- 
fore the war to 23,000,000 in 1945. 

No wheat is now reaching West- 
ern Europe from East European 
countries, normally the bread and 
potato basket of all Europe up to 
the Rhine. 


In these countries, the deporta- 
tion ofgnative German-speaking 
populations, and hagty and i)l- 
organized land reforms, have dis- 
astrously reduced production. 

The Brit'sh zone, the poorest 
food-producing area of Germany, 
now augmented by 2,000,000 refu- 
gees, is forced to reduce rations 
to 1000 calories per day. 

Austrians in cities are starving. 

There is no inter-zonal pooling 
of food in Germany. 

In most European countries the 
non-farming population is getting 
less than 2000 calories per day. 

The three great surplus wheat 
countries today are America, Can- 
aa.. and the Argentine. : 


Canada Has Rationing. 


Canada has kept or re-estab- 
lished rationing and set aside for 
export to famine areas 10 per cent 
of the wheat that went into do- 
mestic milling and 50 per cent of 
wheat that went into distilling. 

Even Argentina is about totake 
drastic steps. 

But American politicians want 
to be re-elected. Half-hearted ap- 
peals are made to American house- 
wives. The President refuses to 


recommend rationing; he says it 
will take too long to set up.

On his simply cut battle jacket,

ored ribbons that he is entitled to 
wear. He recognizes that that 
phase is defimitely over. 

This is a new and bigger battle 
he ig engaged in, this struggle to 
straiglien out the ‘bureaucratic 
tangle involved in the business of 
some 15,000,000 war veterans, 
nearly 12,000,000 out of World 
War II. No decorations go with 
this job. So far, it has been mostly 
brickbats and headaches, 


Cause for Satisfaction. 


With scarcely a pause between, 
Gen. Bradley laid down the com- 
mand of his army last July and 
took on this new assignment. He 
has been going hard ever since. 
By train and by plane, he has 
covered thousands of miles, work- 
ing with the VA’s regional] direc- 
tors, inspecting veterans’ facili- 
ties. 

Bradley is 53 years old. He 
looks older than that and it is 
small wonder, considering what 
he has been through in the last 
five years. But today he can take 
quiet satisfaction in the begin- 
nings of progress in the VA. 

One concrete achievement is 
the introduction of new methods 
of medical care. The objective 
has been to bring first-rate medi- 
cal men into veterans’ hospitals 
on a part-time basis. In the past, 
a deadly institutionalism kept the 
medical service in these hospitals 
at an inferior level. 

Now, young doctors with the 
Jatest training are coming in to be 
resident physicians for a fixed 
period of service. A training cen- 
ter is being opened to.coach at- 
tendants who will have charge 
of the thousands of mental cases. 
Leading medical men throughout 
the country are responding to 
Gen. Bradley's appeal. 


Not a Showy Performer. 


One word—service — character- 
izes Bradley's career. He is un- 
spectacular, plain, without any of 
the fireworks of a Patton. But 
it’s entirely possible that, in the 
fina] verdict of history, he will 
stand higher than many a spec- 
tacular General. 

Just published is a book that 
tells more than anyone so far has 
told of Bradley’s wartime strug- 
gies with the British, beginning 
in the early fall of 1944 and going 
through the Battle of the Bulge. 
The book is “Top Secret,” written 
by Ralph Ingersoll, who was a 
member of Bradley's plans staff 
through most of the period after 
D-day. 

Bradley believed that the Ger- 
mans should be given no respite. 
In September,. 1944, he was in fa- 
vor of driving on through, con- 
vinced that victory was in sight 
if only the Germans were not 
given an opportunity to strengthen 
their shattered forces and form 
new lines,

HE patient, quiet-spoken director of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, Gen, Omar N., Bradley, has a big, rather old-fashioned office 
on the top floor of the crowded VA Building. There is ino fuss

His adversary was Field Mar- 
shal Sir Bernard Montgomery. In 
almost every respect, Monty was 
the exact opposite of Bradley. He 
was showy, vain to the point of 
egocentricity, adroit at using the 
press conference and the dramatic 
pronouncement to gain his way. 

The British, through Montgom- 
ery, wanted to gain command over 
all American forces, according to 
Ingersoll, They wanted to send 
the main drive into Germany by 
the northwest route through 
Bremen and Hamburg. 


A Backstage Struggle. 


Obscured by censorship at the 
time, this struggle was in a sense 
part of an earlier controversy. 
The British had fought unceas- 
ingly, in inter-Allied conferences, 
to channel the main drive through 
Italy and the Balkans. They had 
steadfastly resisted the cross- 
Channel invasion of France. 

For many years memoranda, 
memoirs and documents will shed 
light on this behind-scenes contro- 
versy. But the picture that. In- 
gersoll gives of Bradley—doggedly, 
patiently driving on in spite of the 
quarrels of the politicians and the 
political Generals—is likely to 
stand up. 

In just the same way, Bradley 
is going about his present job. He 
has already had one encounter 
with John Stelle of the American 
Legion, who made charges that 
seemed to have a political moti- 
vation. Bradley marshaled his 
facts and, when the smoke cleared 
away, he was in possession of the 
field. 

No one knows better than 
Bradley the obstacles still ahead. 
The progress thus far is small, 
measured against the enormity of 
the task. There are still rooms 
chock full of unsorted mail. But 
the man who did so much to carve 
out victory in war is showing the 
way to another kind of victory in 
peace.

VICTOR H. STEMPF FUNERAL 


Funeral services for Victor H. 
Stempf, former St. Louisan an 
past president of the American 
Institute of Accountants, who 
died yesterday of heart disease in 
New York City, will be held there 
tomorrow. Burial will be here 
Monday morning at 10:30 o’clock 
at Oak Grove Cemetery, 7800 St. 
Charles road. He was 52 years old. 

Mr. Stempf was a member of 
Touche-Niven & Co. accounting 
firm. He attended McKinley High 
School and the St. Louis Univer- 
sity School of Commerce and Fi- 
nance before oining the New York 
accounting firm in 1923, He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Dorothy 
Meisner Stempf, a son, Charles, 
and a daughter, Dorothy Stempf. 


the chief neurological surgeon at 
the hospital, he had treated pa- 
tients from all over the world. 

Surviving him are his widow, 
Mrs. Sadie M, Dandy; one son, 
Walter E, Jr., and three daugh- 
ters, Mary Ellen, Kathleen C., and 
Margaret M. He was born in Be 
dalia, Mo. 

Dr. Dandy’s brain surgery as- 
tounded the world of medicine 
and brought him international 
honors. In 1918, he announced the 
discovery and development of a 
method of locating and operating 
on brain tumors and other in- 
tracranial lesions. This method, 
fellow surgeons said at the time, 
reduced that difficult surgical 
task to almost an exact science. 


Among his many contributions 
to the field of neuro-surgery was 


“| perfection of the operation for the 


relief of a brain malady known 
as Meniere's Disease, which in the 
past had afflicted such persons as 
Dr. Martin Luther and Jonathan 
Swift, the satirist. Dr. Dandy cut 
the auditory nerve in half, effect- 
ing a permanent cure with almost 
no risk and no after effects. 

In 1940, Dr. Dandy reported 401 
operations with this technique. 
There were 400 cures and one 
death. 

Known as a daring and skillful 
man with a scalpel, Dr. Dandy 
frequently brushed aside long- 
cherished notions on operative 
technique. In 1930, he said that 
almost two-thirds of a man’s brain 
might be cut away without dam- 
aging the intellectual powers. 

Proving his point, he removed 
both frontal lobes of one patient's 
brain. The patient recovered 
completely, 

By 1940, Dr. Dandy’s fame was 
such that when Leon Trotsky lay 
dying in Mexico City of an assa» 
sin’s hammer blows, the Hopkins 
surgeon was flown to Mexico in a 
chartered plane in a last despe- 
rate attempt to save Trotsky’s 
life. ' 

Dr. Dandy developed in 1941 a 
plastic-lined cap to protect base- 
ball players from “bean balls.” 
Baseball was his hobby.

PLEDGE AGAINST LOCKOUTS, 
STRIKES IN WAR WELL KEPT 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor reported 
today that the wartime no-strike, 
no-lockout pledge of unions and 
industry “was generally well kept.” 

In an official summary of 
strikes in the war and for 1945, 
the department's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said that up until V-J 
day most of the stoppages were 
smal] and quickly settled. About 
three fourths of 1945's idleness, 
the report said, was concentrated 


in the 4% months after the end of 
hostilities. 


Industries most affected In 1945 | 


were automobile manufacturing 
with more than 7,000,000 man-days 
of idleness and coal mining with 
more than 6,000,000. More than 
44 per cent of the total workers 
involved and 40 per cent of the to- 
tal idleness were in plants in 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Ohio. 
There were 4750 stoppages last 
year, involving 3,467,000 workers 
and causing 38,025,000 man-days of 
idleness. In World War II, from 
Dec. 8, 1941 to Aug. 14, 1945, there 
were 14,731 work stoppages involv- 
ing 6,744,000 workers causing 36,- 
301,000 man-days of idleness. 


PRESIDENT SIGNS MEASURE 
INCREASING NAVAL STRENGTH 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—President Truman yesterday 
signed legislation increasing the 
regular peacetime strength of the 
Navy from 232,000 to 500,000 en- 
listed men and that of the Marine 
Corps from 64,400 to 100,000. 


AFL AND C10 GROUPS FIGHT 


OVER RIGHT TO PICKET PLANT 


NEW YORK, April 19 (UP)— 
One hundred AFL and CIO pick- 
ets, locked out of a lampshade 
plant because of a jurisdictional 
dispute, fought before 1000 spec- 
tator, at Astor place and Broad- 
way-in dowrtown New York this 
morning over which union was to 
picket the plant. 

The unionists .a-ed their fists 
and prepared picket signs in a 
free-for-all which was quickly 
broken up by police. One man, 
CIO member Herman Levine of 
the Bronx, was pushed through a 
plate-glass show window. He was 
taken to a hospital for treatment 
of cuts of the face and body. 
Three men were arrested on 
charges of disorderly conduct. 

The fight took place before the 


plant of Brook Brothers Electrical 
Co., where it was said that 70 em- 
ployes had been involved in the 
jurisdictional fight between an 
AFL local and a CIO local for the 
last several months. The disput- 
ing workers were locked out of 
the plant today, it was said, and 


each tfnion sent a 50-man picket- 
line to protest against the action. |

Q. What did C & O do in the final year of war? 


A. With the end of the German and Japanese 
wars, a tremendous assignment was success- 
fully completed by the C & O. Although our 
peak war job was actually done before 1945, 
still the tonnage of coal hauled was a near 
record. And merchandise freight, much of it 
war material, was close to the record years of 
1943 and 1944. 


Q. What were earnings in 1945? 


A. Operating revenues were 203 million dollars, 
6% less than in 1944. In October and Decem- 
ber, 1945, C & O charged to operating expenses 
about 40 million dollars, which was the un- 
amortized balance of the approximately 64 
million dollars for which Certificates of Neces- 
sity had been issued by governmental author- 
ities covering amortizable ‘cost of rolling stock, 
equipment, and improvements purchased or 
constructed from 1941 to 1945.

CREATION OF NEGRO 
ARTISAN CLASS URGED 


Race Divided Into Profes- 
sional and Laboring Groups, 
Says Engineer. 


The chief need of Negro com- 
munities is the development of a 
middle economic class, composed 
of skilled workers of various 
types, Archie A. Alexander of Des 
Moines, la., a Negro construction 
engineer, said last night in a talk 
at Sumner High School. Alexan- 
der spoke at a meeting sponsored 
jointly by the school’s Parent- 
Teacher Association and the In- 
dustrial Arts and Vocational Edu- 
cation Society. 


The race now is roughly divided 
into professional and laboring 
groups, Alexander said, and is un- 
able to furnish services that do 
not fall into these categories. 
While a number of Negroes are 
trained as clerical workers, he 
continued, there are few who have 
chosen to enter fields furnishing 
services to the community or to 
learn such work as construction 
trades. 

“The white collar is the highest- 
priced piece of laundry we have,” 
Alexander said. “Few of our 
young people are interested in 
painting screens or buildings, do- 
ing repair work of any kind, or 
learning the industrial arts. To 
a great extent the fault is in the 
homes, because the parents are 
able largely to influence their 
children in what sort of work 
they should take up. 

“If Negroes are to survive in 
this industrialized and highly com- 
petitive society, they will have to 
develop a middle class of artisans, 
There are a lot of things they 
could do. For instance, in St. 
Louis I know of no laundries oper- 
ated by Negroes. Clothing, gro- 
cery or shoe stores are also prom- 
ising fields. They are a venture, 
of course, but they are a gamble 
also for members of other races 
who operate such places.” 

The same opportunities exist 
now for Negroes as did during the 
war, Alexander said. Larger num- 
bers of young Negroes are show- 
ing interest in courses offered by 
trades schools, he said, and those 
who graduate and are willing to 
apply themselves should find ex- 
cellent futures. 

Alexander is a graduate of the 
University of Iowa, with the de- 
gree of bachelor of engineering, 
and was awarded an honorary de- 
gree by the same school. His 
firm designed and built the Moton 
Air Field at Tuskegee, Ala.; Tidal 
Basin Bridge at Washington, D.C.; 
James River viaduct in South Da- 
kota, a number of buildings at the 
University of Iowa and railroad 
bridges in various parts of the 
country. In 1926 he was awarded 
the William E. Harmon bronze 
medal as an outstanding member 
of his race in the field of business 
relations. 


$333,000,000 ARMY CIVIL 
FUNCTIONS BILL APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)— 
The Senate completed congres- 
sional action today on a $333,000,- 
000 War Department civil func- 
tions bill, mainly for construction 
of navigation and flood control 


projects. The bill now goes to the 
White House, 

After brief discussion, the Sen- 
ate approved by voice vote a com- 
promise version of the big appro- 
priation bill. It was worked out 
by a conference committee created 
to adjust differences between the 
House and Senate. Money pro- 
vided in the bill is for use durnig 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 

The conference committee cut 
appropriations for some  navi- 
gation and flood control projects 
and eliminated half a dozen 
others. Among the latter were 
Fort Chartres and Ivy Landing 
Drainage District No, 5, Illinois, 
$75,000, and Degognia and Foun- 
tain Bluff Drainage and Levee 
District, Dlinois, $734,000. 


SOLDIER, CIVILIAN ACCUSED 
OF HELPING 2 NAZIS ESCAPE 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 19 (UP) 
—A United States Army sergeant 
and an Indianapolis civilian were 


arrested by the Feedral Bureau 
of Investigation today, accused of 
aiding in the third escape of two 
German prisoners of war from 
Camp Atterbury, Ind., yesterday. 

J. L. Dalton, special agent in 
charge of the Indianapolis FBI 
ofifce, announced the arrest of 
Sgt. Joe R. Motzel, a native of 
Kansas City, Mo., and Albert Witt, 
Indianapolis. Witt also was ac- 
cused of aiding the prisoners in a 
previous escape. 

Dalton said that Motzel and 
Witt helped in the escape of Paul 
Schneider, 27 years old, and Heinz 
Bialas, 25. Bialas was a member 
of Hitler’s Afrika Korps. He has 
been a prisoner three years. 
Schneider and Bialas were cap- 
tured today at Witt’s home, They 
were wearing United States Army 
uniforms which the FBI said had 
been stolen at Camp Atterbury. 
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6500 LBS. OF ‘GOOP’ TO BURN 
16 MILLION LBS. OF DEAD FISH 


DENVER, April 19 (AP)—A 
Lowry Field plan took off today 
with 6500 pounds of incendiary ma- 
terial for use on 16,000,000 pounds 
of dead fish at Brookings, S. D. 

The plane will land the “goop,” 
as it was known ot South Pacific 
airmen, at Sioux Falls, S. D., 
whence it will be transported to 
Brookings. South Dakota State 
College requested the “goop” to 
combat the noxious odor of the 
rotting fish, dredged from a lake 
near Brookings. 

The incendiary material was 
prepared at the Rocky Mountain 
arsenal here. Fish in the lake 
are believed to bave suffocated 
when heavy snow covered ice in 
the lake last winter. 


$30,000 LEFT TO THE PERSON 
WHO BEST DEFINES ‘JOKE’ 


WESSINGTON, S.D., April 19 
(UP) — Clarence Richardson, 55 
years old, who died three weeks 
ago, left an estate of more than 
$30,000 to the person who can give 
the best definition of the word 
“joke,” his attorney disclosed to- 
day. 

The only stipulation is that the 
definition can bear no similarity 
to Webster's. Richardson didn't 
think Webster knew what a joke 
was. 

There is a possibility the joke 
contest may not pay off, however. 
Richardson's son, Clarence C., 
Richardson, Los Angeles, who was 
left only $50, said he would contest 
the will. 


Winchell Wins Libel Verdict. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 19 (AP) 
—Walter Winchell, newspaper col- 
umnist and radio commentator, 
was acquitted of libel and defama- 
tion of character yesterday by a 
United States District Court jury. 
The action was in a suit filed by 
Dr. George W. Hartmann, profes- 
sor of educational psychology at 
Columbia University, once chair- 
man of the defunct “Peace Now” 
movement.

6 6 D RAGONWYCK,” at the AMBASSADOR, is a movie 
designed to be popular. It was based on the popular 
novel, by the same name, by Anya Seton. The popular 
star, Gene Tierney, plays a girl who wants nothing out of life 
but love and happiness with the perfect man, 
That want is, with audiences, a very popular 
theme for this or any other romantic movie, The 
“perfect man” is played by that popular and 
excellent actor, Vincent Price, as the Master of 
Dragonwyck, to which he brings his young 
bride. He turns out not to be perfect. He turns 
out, as a matter of fact, to be not nearly good 
enough for his wife. -That, too, is a popular twist. 


However, hovering in the background of Gene’s frustra- 


tion is Glenn Langan, not quite so dashing a figure as Price,’ 


but substantial, dependable, romantic even, and good plausible 
materia] for a girl’s dreams of love and happiness, if you give 
him a chance. He doesn’t get his chance, of course, while 
Gene and Price are romancing. But, as Gene’s unhappiness 
mounts up, there’s that nice popular feeling in the audience 
that she’s not going to be UNHAPPY FOR KEEPS but only 
UNHAPPY FOR THE COURSE OF THE PICTURE. 


In the end, when she and Price have come to the parting 
of the ways, Langan and she, in saying goodby, exchange 
those looks and those lines of dialogue that can’t fool a movie- 
conditioned audience. The picture may then say “The End” 
but the audience knows that Gene and Glenn will come to- 
gether, be TOGETHER AGAIN, and that she'll be HAPPY 
AFTER ALL. 


With all its popular elements, ornate production and star 
appeal—Gene’s lean-limbed tearfulness, Price’s lean-eyed gloom, 
and Langan’s eye-rolling airedaleishness—the picture, in this 
reviewer's opinion, comes out cold instead of warm. The for- 
mula is a popular one, but the product, unfortunately is just 
too slick. 


The plot has Price wanting sons from his first wife. But 
she can’t have gons, So Price murders her—the how of the 
murder you may as well find out for yourself—and woos and 
weds Gene. She has a son, but he dies soon after birth. So 
Price sets about murdering her. It is right—for the plot— 
that Langan be the one, in this attempt, to apprehend Price. 
There's a lot of pseudo-philosophizing, pseudo-moralizing and 
pseudo-poetizing in the picture. Too much popularizing is what 
made these elements so pseudo. 


A Margaret O'Brien-Wallace Beery "Vehicle" 
Little Margaret O’Brien looks way up there out of her 
little face into the remote but vast face of Wallace Beery and 
asks, “Do hens lay e-g-g-s?” Beery looks puzzled and says, 
“Why, uh, yes, darlin’?” There’s a pause for 
Beery for mental station identification. Then, 
just to show he’s not so dumb, he adds brightly, 

“And they also lay eggs.” 

Beery tells little Margaret that you can set a 
clock back an hour. “Can you set the heart back 
an hour?” she asks, Beery, stuttering for time, 
allows that probably you can. “But does a heart 

have hands, like a clock?” asks Margaret. Beery gets mad. 
“Sure it has hands,” he roars. “How do you think the heart 
could pump bloed if it didn’t have hands?” 


“You got a runny nose because you let your fget get wet,” 
Margaret is told. “Why does your ‘hose run when your feet 
get wet?” she skeptically wants to know. Before an answer 
can be made, she has thought it over, and adds, “Your feet 
don’t run when your nose gets wet.” 

Those moviegoers who like Margaret and Beery will cer- 
tainly like “BAD BASCOMB,” from which the above excerpts 
have been taken. The picture, now playing at LOEW’S, is, 
formally speaking, a Western, set in a time when Mormon 
ecovered-wagon caravans were rolling toward Utah. Beery 
plays a bandit, who, with his partner, J. Carrol Naish, is 
fleeing from federal agents and seeks refuge with the cara- 
van, traveling with it, Gunfights, pitched battles with Red 
Indians, and a romance between Frances Rafferty and 
Marshall Thompson enliven the proceedings. Marjorie Main 
has a good comedy part. But mainly, the picture’s a “vehicle” 
for the two stars. Some of the emotional scenes, however, 
between Margaret and Beery are embarrassingly maudlin or 
obscure. How far, after all, can you push a “vehicle?” 


“REPORT ON GREECE” is the interesting March of 
Time documentary film that’s the supporting feature at the 
AMBASSADOR.

HAT we call French toast 
W today was generally known 

in our grandmothers’ day as 
lost bread. I suppose they thought 
the stale bread which they used 
lost its identity when it absorbed 
the milk-egg mixture and was 
fried to the golden brown in 
shallow fat. But though the orig- 
inal features disappeared, there 
was a valuable reclaiming of 
bread in this treatment. And 
every homemaker who has the 
spirit of co-operation in our pres- 
ent American campaign to share 
food is interested in all methods 
of utilizing every ounce of food 
in a way that her family will en- 
joy. Our recipe today describes 
the making of French toast that 
may be served for breakfast to 
take the place of both fruit and 
pancakes. Or it will be acceptable 
as a dessert or as a luncheon dish 
as we have used it in our menu 
today served with bacon and a 
crisp salad. 

Since the bread is first assem- 
bled as a sandwich, the dipping of 
the bread and the manipulation 
of it on the griddle may sound as 
though it would be too compli- 
cated for anyone to tackle except 
an experienced cook. But with a 
good pancake turner and a broad 
spatula, it is easy to turn the 
double arrangement over. And 
once the toast is browned on both 
sides, it should be served while it 
is puffy and piping hot. If a big 
skillet is at hand, enough toast 
can be browned at one time to 
serve four or five people at once. 
If an electric hot plate is avail- 
able, an efficient arrangement is 
to set it right on the table and 
cook the toast right at the table 
and serve it just at the point 
where it has its greatest appeal, 
and the one presiding can eat, 
watch and serve with a great deal 
of satisfaction. 

Apricot Filled French Toast. 

Ten slices enriched 80 per cent 
bread, butter or margarine, No. 
2% tin apricot halves, three eggs, 
separated, one-half cup milk, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, shortening 


for frying, two tablespoons sugar, 


one-fourth teaspoon cinnamon. 
Drain apricots, measure and re- 
serve juice; there should be one 
cup chopped apricots. Spread five 
slices of bread with butter and the 
remaining ones with apricots. 
Form into sandwiches. Beat egg 
yolks well, mix in the milk and 
apricot juice and the salt. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Dip 
each sandwich into this mixture 
for a few seconds, then lift out 
into a heavy skillet in which the 
shortening has been melted, Cook 
over low heat until golden brown 
on each side. Allow about 10 min- 
utes on one side, turn carefully 
and continue to cook on the other 
side for 10 minutes more, Sprin- 
kle with sugar and cinnamon and 
serve immediately. Makes five

They explain why the nations of 
the world must be friends and 
they do it in terms that even a 
small child will understand. Above 
everything else, they are easy to 
sing, and we soon found ourselves 
joining in the choruses. I no-

I was glad to find that those 
among us who had a special in- 
terest in the United Nations felt 
that these songs might possibly 
have a real meaning for future 
understanding. Mr. Caesar told 
us that they were already translat- 
ed into a goodly number of lan- 
guages, and if children all over 
the world start to sing the same 
songs, that will help our friendly 
relations, 

I have always noticed that, at 
the Girl Scouts’ international en- 
campment, music seems to be the 
first medium through which the 
girls develop a bond of under- 
standing. I have heard among 
them not only Spanish and Por- 
tuguese songs but many in other 
languages, and I have seen the 
costumes and the dances of many 
lands. I realized that here was 
growing an appreciation of the 
culture of many nations which 
would be valuable to every one 
of these girls as they grew up. 


Sweetbreads Moderne

North liked West's spade bid so 
much that he decided to remain 
quiet in the hope that East- 
West's bidding would go merrily 
forwarc, and that he would have 
an opportunity to double two or 
threc spades. When Eas. took out 
the spade bid to two hearts, 
which was passed by South and 
West, North found himself in a 
truly embarrassing position. He 
might have bid three diamonds, 
but the.e would be nothing con- 
structive about such a bid. It 
would hardly coax any action 
from South, and if the diamonds 
were stacked in one opponent's 
hand a sizeable penalty might re- 
sult. 


North was afraid to bid no 
trump with his singleton heart, 
so, not wanting to be bilked en- 
tirely out of his “rock-crusher,” 
he doubled. Technically, of course, 
this was a business double, al- 
though North hoped it would be 
construed by South as a take-out 
double. South, however, not 
dreaming that he could have a 
laydown game in clubs, felt that 
his two singletons and heart 
holding certainly would result in 
the defeat of two hearts. As a 
matter of fact he was right— 
East-West did go down one trick, 
100 points—but considering that 
North-South could have made 
game and rubber, this was scarce- 
ly satisfactory compensation.
